ATV Hearing 
Notice 


What follows is the text of a U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion press release on an upcoming 
ATV safety hearing; the release was 


' dated May 15... Editor. 


Consumers from Mississippi 
and neighboring states who 
operate all terrain vehicles 
(ATVs) or who have had an 


accident with the vehicle will have 
the opportunity to share their expe- 
riences with government safety experts 
at a Jackson, Mississippi, public 
hearing on ATVs this month. 

Commissioners from the U.S Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission 
will conduct the first of five national 
public hearings on ATVs on Thurs- 
day, May 30, at 9:00 aim. in the old 
Supreme Court room of the Missis- 
sippi state capitol building. Public 
testimony, both oral and written, 
will be used by the agency to decide if 
any regulatory or voluntary action is 
needed to reduce the risks of injury 
from ATV operation. 

The ATV is typically a gasoline- 
powered vehicle with three or four 
wheels, using soft low-pressure tires, 
intended for single rider use for off- 
road operation. By the end of 1985, it 
is estimated that some 2.5 million 
ATVs will be in use nationally. 

Deaths and injuries to ATV riders 
have been on the increase, CPSC has 
said. Between January 1982 and 
December 1984, there were at least 
125 deaths; 53 victims were under 16 
years of age and 27 were under 12 
years of age. It is estimated that ATV 
accidents sent some 67,000 persons to 
hospital emergency rooms in 1984, 
almost twoand a half times the injur- 
ies estimated for 1983 and seven times 
the number for 1982. 

CPSC believes that the configura-

Scanlon 


I have been reading recently about 
the concern expressed by the SPSC 
over three-wheeled all terrain vehi- 
cles. California appears to be a hot 
bed of off-road vehicle activity with 
ATVs taking center stage. We are 
attempting to address the safety prob- 
lem through rider education. We have 
found that a majority of the accidents 
come from operators who are not 
wearing the necessary safety apparel, 








helmet, boots, long sleeve shirt and 
long pants. The accidents are coming 
from people who are not wearing 
helmets, are riding in tennis shoes or 
sandals and often times shirtless. I 
have personally seen many female 
riders operating their vehicles wear- 
ing bikinis and being barefoot. 

I believe that this issue is the same 
as the gun issue in the respect that the 
ATVs don’t hurt people, people hurt 
people. Don’t ban the gun, educate 
its user. In reviewing the National 
Safety Council's 1983 Injury and 
Death Estimates, I note that boating 
accidents accounted for 1241 deaths 
in 1983. Skiers were injured almost 
43,000 times with 23 deaths. Should 
we ban these sports? No! Educate the 
user through ski courses and Coast 
Guard boating courses. In virtually 
all cases, the experienced skiers, boat- 
ers, and off-roaders are not being 
injured, it is the neophyte. 

I appreciate the CPSC’s concern 
over the ATV issue.

Thank you for your letter of April 
25, 1985 to Commissioner Stuart 
Statler concerning educating ~All- 








Terrain Vehicle (ATV) riders and 
potential riders. 

On April 3, 1985 the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission autho- 
rized a special task force to work on a 
plan presented by the staff. This plan 
includes information and education 
items, technical work and standards 
development. The goal of all this 
work is to reduce the injuries and 
deaths associated with ATVs. 

The Commission staff has begun 
working with the Specialty Vehicle 
Institute of America (SVIA) to develop 
a voluntary standard for ATVs. This 
includes incorporation of the SVIA 
training program into the voluntary 
standard and the expectation of age 
labeling recommendations on the 
ATVs. In addition, I anticipate the 
voluntary standard will have require- 
ments concerning the performance 
characteristics of ATVs.

Since I was providing and changing 
front tires for both Cooley and Todd 
Brubaker that day, the following is 
my recollection of events. 

Both Cooley and Brubaker started 
and ran the first leg on Michelin 
12/60-16 1109P front tires (soft com- 
pound) designed to run. when air 
temperatures are under 80° F. The 
soft compound didn’t hold up well 
under conditions of the first leg (90° 
+F), so between races we put a 12/60- 
16 1109N (hard compound) on Bru- 
baker’s front, but Wes opted for a 
Dunlop on his front for the second 
race. Cooley hurt his knee during the 
second race and afterwards told me he 
felt he made a big mistake in chang- 
ing front tires between races.

Does it sound like I’ve been ridin 
motorcycles or ATVs to get all these 
injuries? No, I’ve played basketball 
for the last six years, and not on some 
school yard, but on major college 
teams and in the NBA. 

Other than an infection in my fin- 
ger, and various small cuts and 
bruises, not once have I received an 
injury due to my seven years of off- 
road motorcycle riding and racing, 
not one. 

The reason for my writing this let- 
ter is to please ask everyone who can 
get outa pen and write a letter, to do 
so, and send your views to the Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission 
about how ridiculous it really is that 
they consider any of their proposed 
actions against off-roaders and 
ATVers. Even their own statistics 
prove that many other forms of recrea- 
tional activity can be just as danger- 
ous, if not more dangerous then rid- 
ing ATVs and motorcycles.

Lechien, Johnson, 
Bailey cash in 
at Las Vegas

LAS VEGAS, NV, MAY 19 


Team Honda’s Ron Lechien and David Bai- 
ley didn’t have any problems winning the 
125 and 500cc National classes today, but 
reigning 250cc National MX Champion 


Rick Johnson clinched the 
250cc overall after a first-moto 
win and a second-moto dog- 


fight with Kawasaki’s Jeff Ward 
at the third round of the AMA 
National Championship Motocross 


6 Series at the new Las Vegas MX Park. 


The track was located about 30 





miles south of downtown Las Vegas 
in the desert where temperatures 
reached over 100 degrees, but amaz- 
ingly, dust never became a real prob- 
lem; however, many riders did com- 
plain the course was a little too 
narrow and hard to pass on. Gener- 
ally, most of them liked the super- 
cross-type layout, especially Lechien 
and Bailey who completely domi- 
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Ron Lechien sailed to victory in the 125cc class, winning both motos 
unchallenged. Erik Kehoe took second, while Mark Barnett dropped out. 





nated the 125 and 500cc classes, win- 


‘ning each time out. Lechien said his 


win came “easy” after beating Suzu- 
ki’s Erik Kehoe, who was second in 
each both motos. Bailey’s two-moto 
victory came a bit harder thanks to 
Yamaha’s Broc Glover and a bad 
second-moto start. “I just had to 
work a bit harder out there today,” 
said Bailey. “ I went into today’s race 
21 points behind Glover in the stand- 
ings, so I have a lot of points to catch 
up. I’m just going to have to win 
every time out and slowly pick at his 
lead.” 

A little bit of good luck and some 
real determination was the key to 
Johnson’s overall. In the first moto, 
Ward looked to have the win sewn 
up, but a thrown chain put an end to 
that. Moto two featured a great dice 
between Johnson and Ward for the 
lead throughout most of the moto — 
Johnson pulled it off during the last 
lap of the race. “He (Ward) started 
getting a little sloppy,” said John- 
son, “and I got him.” 


250cc 

Suzuki’s Scott Burnworth motored 
into the lead at the:start of the first 
250cc moto, but everyone was called 
back for a restart. This didn’t seem to 
bother Burnworth, who got the hole- 
shot again on the restart, followed by 
Honda's Johnny O'Mara, Ward and 
Kawasaki’s Goat Breker. After the 
pack completed one lap, it was Burn- 
worth still out front with O'Mara, 
Ward, Breker, privateers Jeff Hicks 
(Hon) and Brian Myerscough (Suz) 
and Team Honda’s Bob Hannah. 

Ward made his move and passed 
O’Mara then closed the gap on Burn- 
worth. Heading into the third lap 
with Ward pressuring, Burnworth 
endoed over a high-speed jump and 
dropped to the rear of the pack giving 
Ward a decent lead over O'Mara. 
Behind O’Mara there was a fierce bat- 
tle between Breker, Hicks, Myers- 
cough, Hannah and Johnson. John- 
son got on the gas and started passing 
the group of riders one by one until 





he had control of third by the end of 
the sixth lap. Hannah moved into 
fourth while Breker dropped to fifth 
and Myerscough passed Hicks. Han- 
nah slipped into fourth when he 
passed Breker in a long, fast straight. 

For the next five laps, things settled 
down until Myerscough slid by a fad- 
ing Breker and Ward came to a sud- 
dem halt. “A rock got wedged between 
the chain and the countershaft 
sprocket,” said Ward, “and it partly 
derailed the chain.” 

Ward quckily got going again, but 
in third place. Moments before Ward's 
misfortune, O’Mara dropped back 
after Johnson and Hannah slipped 
by. With three laps left in the race, 
Hannah kept applying the pressure 
on Johnson, but the Yamaha pilot 
didn’t falter. Johnson took the win 
followed by Hannah, Ward, O’Mara, 
Myerscough and Hicks. 

Round two saw Burnworth grab 
his third holeshot in a row ahead of 
Hicks, Yamaha riders Gordon Ward 
and Jim Holley, Johnson and Jeff 
Ward. At the end of the first lap, Gor- 
don Ward slid out, dropping back to 
12th, while Burnworth enjoyed a 2.60 
second lead over Hicks. At the back of 
the pack were O’Mara and Hannah. 
Three laps later, Johnson and Ward 
moved into second and third while 
gaining on Burnworth. Soon after, 
Johnson jammed by the Suzuki rider, 
and Ward did the same a lap later, 
making it Johnson, Ward, Burn; 
worth, Hicks, Yamaha rider Danny 
Storbeck, Holley, Scooter Stafford 
(Yam) and Myerscough. 

Early in the race, Ward was the 
only rider triple-jumping a series of 
jumps, but as he started gaining on 
the lead, Johnson began tripling also. 
For the next four laps, about five 
seconds separated the top two riders. 
Meanwhile, Hannah was riding like 
his old self again — on the gas and on 
the move. Starting from nearly dead 
last, Hannah was about the fastest 
rider on the track, passing people in 
every turn, much to the delight of the 
sparse crowd. Hannah had fifth half-

way through the moto, and was clos- 
ing on O'Mara. 

Up front, Ward reeled-in Johnson, 
then passed him with five laps to go. 
Once in the lead, Ward started pul- 
ling away. “I started getting tired 
with Ward pressuring me,” said 
Johnson, “so I let him get around 
me, and then started pressuring him. 
Then I started making mistakes and 
fell back a little bit.” 

Two laps from the end Johnson 
was right behind Ward; then during 
the last lap, Johnson slipped by Ward 
through some turns, taking over the 
lead, and then the win. Burnworth 
finished a long way back in third, an 
inch or two ahead of O'Mara. Han- 
nah finished his incredible ride in 
fourth, then came Hicks. 


500cc 


Honda-mounted Todd Harrell 
grabbed the holeshot in the first 500cc 
moto, just ahead of Husqvarna rider 
Richard Sands. Half a lap later, 
Honda pilot Greg Zitterkopf had the 
lead, but crashed a few turns later 
when his front wheel washed out. By 
the second lap, Glover had taken over 
the lead, followed by Kent Howerton, 
who was riding an injured Billy 
Liles’ factory Kawasaki. In third was 
Harrell, then Bailey, Yamaha rider 
Scott Manning, Mark Murphy and 
Zitterkopf. 

Two laps later, Bailey had moved 
past Howerton and started reeling in 
Glover, who had a large 30-second 
lead. The Honda rider got closer and 
closer to Glover as the race wore on. 
By the eighth lap, Glover's lead had 
dwindled to a little less than two 
seconds. As the leaders began moving 
through traffic, Bailey pulled along- 
side Glover and moved into the lead. 
“After that, the race was all Bailey's 
—he stretched his lead every lap until 
it had grown to over a minute by the 
end of the moto. 

Near the end of the race, Honda 
rider JoJo Keller was making up fora 
poor start and took over third after 
passing Honda’s Mike Fisher and 
Howerton. At the finish, it was Bai- 
ley, Glover, Keller, Howerton, Man- 
ning and Murphy. s 

Both Bailey and Glover had terri- 
ble starts in the second moto while 
Phil Larson (Kaw) took over the lead 
after passing Manning. A lap later 
positions were Larson, Keller, Man- 








ning, Zitterkopf, Howerton, Bailey 
and Glover. Keller took over the top 
spot during the third lap, while Bai- 
ley and Glover moved up. 

On the fourth lap, Keller had a 
7.45-second lead over Bailey; two laps 
later, the lead was Bailey's. It took 
Glover six laps to get around Keller. 
For the remainder of the race it was 
Bailey (37.8 seconds ahead of second), 
Glover, Keller and Howerton. Bailey 
lapped fifth-place rider David 
McClain. 

“T had a little problem with the 
heat,” said Bailey. “I don’t brag about 
being in great shape or anything, but 
the heat did get to me. I stayed away 
from air-conditioners all weekend 
and kept my hotel room around 88 
degrees the whole time, even at night, 
to try and get used to it. I just tried to 
ride as fast and conservatively as I 
could, because if you start going 
slow, you start using more energy.” 


125cc 

Honda rider Jeff Frisz, Kawasaki 
mounted Dean Mattson and Suzuki's 
Bobby Moore were the first three into 
turn one at the start of the first 125cc 
moto, but two laps later, it was 
Lechien in the lead ahead of Mattson, 
Kawasaki rider Eddie Warren, 
Yamaha’s Eddie Hicks and Yama- 
ha’s Keith Bowen; Kawasaki's Mark 
Barnett was last. During practice, 
Barnett landed a little short on a 
jump and hyper-extended his knee 
and was riding in great pain; he even- 
tually pulled out of both motos. Bar- 
nett’s mechanic, Rick Asch, said he 
couldn’t believe Barnett even tried to 
race at all. 

By the third lap — after Frisz, Matt- 
son and Moore had crashed — Lechien 
started pulling away, while Bowen 
moved into second after passing 
Warren, who was closely followed by 
Kehoe and his works Suzuki. Warren 
held off the charge for two laps, then 
Kehoe cruised by. After two laps had 
passed, Bowen crashed and dropped 
to fourth. Works Suzuki rider George 
Holland was on the gas after a first- 
turn crash — he had control of fifth 
with five laps to go. Holland just 


` recently had a screw taken out of his 


right shoulder, which he dislocated a 
few months ago. 

At the finish, it was Lechien, Kehoe, 
Warren, Bowen, Holland, Billy Frank, 
Hicks and Mike Beier.

Kawasaki rider Ricky Ryan blasted 
into the lead at the start of the second 
moto and led for a lap and a half 
before being passed by Lechien. Fol- 
lowing in third was Honda’s Larry 
Brooks, then Frank, Matson, Hicks, 
Frisz, Kehoe, Guy Cooper (Hon) and 
Holland. 

Kehoe was the one to watch — he 
worked his way up through the pack 
and up to third after passing Brooks 
(who endoed a lap before) in the long 
straight. Kehoe then set out after 
Ryan and began reeling him in. Three 
laps later, Kehoe owned second, then 
he pulled away from Ryan and stayed 
fairly close to Lechien for the remain- 
der of the race. 

Holland was also on the move after 
passing Hicks then Brooks with six 
laps to go. Brooks eventually faded, 
letting Hicks and Suzuki's A.J. Whit- 
ing by. At the finish, it was Lechien, 
Kehoe, Ryan, Holland, Hicks, Whit- 
ing, Brooks, Beier and Bowen, who 
crashed twice in the race. 

“I didn’t have any problems out 
there,” said Lechien. “I just rode fast 
and tried not to fall down. It was 
easy.” 

“Im a little out of shape,” said 
Holland. “I haven't ridden ina while 
since they took the screw out of my 
shoulder. Basically, I’m pretty happy 
how things turned out.» 

“Ihave some kind of problem with 
my kidneys,” said Brooks, “I just 
can’t retain water as well as I should. 
About halfway through the race, I 





stopped sweating and started burn- 
ing up.”

Fredette batters Burr Oak

Kawasaki Team. Green’s Jeff Fredette 
dropped 29 points to beat Can-Am’s John 


Martin by three points for the overall win at 


the Burr Oak National Enduro. The run was 


organized by the Mid-West 
National Enduro Riders. 

After this round of the series, 
Fredette and Husqvarna’s Terry 
Cunningham each have a pair of 
wins and one second, but defending 
champ Cunningham is still leading 
the series by virtue of his two addi- 
tional finishes—one fourth, and fifth 
in the Burr Oak. 

“It’s too early in the season,” said 
Cunningham, “to worry about who's 
leading in the point standings. The 
main thing is to finish high in the 
early runs so you don’t have to use up 
your throwaway rides.” 

A rider’s 10 best scores in the 12- 
round series are counted for champion- 
ship points. 

Dave Rawling, the organizing 
club’s event coordinator, had 132.8 
ground miles with 11 observation 
checks, 14 timed checks, three mileage 
resets (for a total of 28.1 miles), plus 
two speed changes. 

“It's difficult to take points away 
from the AA riders,” said Rawlings, 
“without losing the rest of the riders. 
One way is to have a couple of 30 
miles-per-hour section with resets at 
the end, which we did, as well as plac- 





inga check, in addition to the normal 
check-in/check-out sequence, 
somewhere around the middle of a 
long woods section. We took away 29 
points from the winner and that was 
about the way I had it figured.” 

“Tve been nervous this week,” said 
Jones Goggles/Fredette Racing-sup- 
ported Fredette. “I knew I had to 
push hard, but one of the problems 
here is not to get hot. Some of these 
sections can be ridden faster than 24 
miles-per-hour. They get pretty tricky 
with the check placements.” 

Fredette was asked if Kawasaki 
wanted him to make a serious bid for 
the National Enduro Championship 
since he has such a good start. “They 
are getting enthused,” said Fredette. 
“TIl call them tomorrow morning, 
for sure. I didn’t call on Monday after 
I won the Michigan round last week, 
and they were a little disturbed. 
Anyway, we'll discuss my going to 
the Oregon National on May 26. Per- 
sonally, I want to go for it.” 

Martin and Fredette each had 
dropped 23 points by the third gas 
(113 miles), but Martin collected 
another nine points to the six of 
Fredette to finish second overall. 

“You could tell they did a lot of 
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John Martin finished second 
overall but won the AA class. 








work finding areas to run you in and 
out. of,” said Martin. “They did a 
good job; I just wish they wouldn’t 
use those black and white arrows.” 

Husky-supported Gary Johnston fin- 
ished third overall with a score of 38 
and didn’t have trouble with the 
arrows, just with his timekeeping 
equipment. “I had a terrible day,” 
said Johnston. “My clock quit and 
look what happened to this watch I 
borrowed from Dwight (Rudder)—I 
smashed the crystal. It still works, but 
I’m going to replace it. It’s just that 
each time I ask Rudder how much he 
wants for the watch, it goes up $100. I 
quit asking at $300. 

“I burned the seventh check,” con- 
tinued Johnston, “but I got through 
the following section quick enough 
and only lost six. (Kevin) Hines lost 
eight, so I didn’t lose any time against 
his score. I did have problems towards 
the end; I lost a bolt out of my clutch 
lever, and I hada flat tire. By then, we 
had gone through the last timed 
check and all that was left was an 
observation check. I really didn’t 
care; all I wanted was to get out of the 
woods.” 

Husky’s Hines, who tied Johnston 
with 38 points but lost out on the 
tiebreaker to finish fourth overall, 
had trouble, but not with his time- 
keeping equipment. “I got lost and 
ran one loop twice,” said Hines. “I’m 
putting in extra time, but not col- 
lecting any overtime from Husky 
when I do that. I didn’t have a bad 
ride, but what I’m doing is looking 
forward to Morgantown, West Vir- 
ginia, and the National Hare Scram- 
bles there next week. I ride enduros 
mainly to keep in shape for the hare 
scrambles. 

“I may go home for a little while 
after Morgantown,” continued Hines, 
who lives in Weston, Massachusetts. 
“I haven’t been home in over two 
months. I don’t know if I'll go to the 
Oregon National.” 

“They made you think about what 
you were doing today,” said Cunning- 
ham. “They checked us in and out of 
long sections and the check placement 
was good. My bike worked basically 
flawlessly and I only fell down once. I 
felt good about everything. I may get 
beat, but let’s put it this way, I didn’t 
make enough mistakes to get beat by 
much. The scores will tell.” 

When the scores were posted, 
Cunningham's 39 points placed him 
fifth overall. 

Husky’s Dave Bertram, who makes 
his home in Rodeo, California, 


dropped 50 points to finish eighth in ` 


the AA class, and he was notas happy 
with his performance as Cunningham 
was with his. 

“T don’t like all the dust,” said Ber- 
tram. “I think I had one of my worst 





rides ever. I was passing one of the 
slower riders, crashed over the han- 
dlebars, and stuck the bars into my 
stomach. I did everything wrong.” 

Ray Mungenast collected the ma- 
jority of his 57 points when he stopped 
in the first section to aid Ron Ribolzi, 
who had hit a tree and was knocked 
unconscious. “Ron had the front 
fender of his Husky wrapped around 
a tree and he was laying on the 
ground, not moving,” said Mun- 
genast. “I jumped off my bike and 
ran over to him; it scared the hell out 
of me. He came around in a few min- 
utes and started telling me to go 
ahead, that he was alright. I stayed a 
couple of more minutes just to make 
sure. He’s my friend and he would 
have done as much for me. I carried 
the lost time until the first reset.” 

Randy Kline rode a Yamaha 250 to 
High Point A honors, dropping 45 
points, the same total as MCC Husky 
rider Dave Pucharich. Kline won on 
the tiebreaker by 92 seconds. 

Erick Shafer beat out Jay Hall by 
six points for second in the 250cc A 
class behind Pucharich, but Erick’s 
big conversation piece will be about 
beating his father, Don, who dropped 
65 points for third in the Senior A 
class. Bill Gusse and his Bike Barn 
Can-Am won the Senior A class with 
a score of 47. 

Jeff Smith, Can-Am’s product man- 
ager, rides an occasional enduro in 
the Super Senior class and at this 
event he dropped 87 points to win the 
class. “I think 160 miles was too far 
for me,” said Smith. “I wanted to 
come back to the pits after 50 miles, 
but they kept steering us into the 
woods. They didn’t have to do that; I 
had already surrendered.” 

Scott Leverton, on a Bike Barn 
Can-Am, didn’t surrender, and neither 
did Gary Williams and his Ft. Dodge 
Kawasaki; they each dropped 78 
points to tie for High Point B, with 
Scott winning the tiebreaker and in- 
stant advancement to A class status. 
Scott said, “I like winning, but I 
don’t really need to be an A rider.” 

Rawlings thanked layout captain 
Bob Brown and the other club 
members and volunteers whose efforts 
made the event a success.

Rainey wins when 
Renfrow crashes out

Wayne Rainey’s patience proved to be a 
virtue in the Formula One race at Sears 
Point as he waited contently for leader 
Randy Renfrow to make a mistake. The 


miscue came on the 26th lap 
when Renfrow high-sided his 
Honda in turn four and the red 
flag ended the race prematurely, 
thus handing Rainey his first-ever 
National win. 

The win ended a perfect weekend 
for the Honda-mounted rider as he 
also took top honors in the Formula 
Two race. In all it was a good day for 
MacLean Racing as Rainey’s team- 
mate Richard Schlachter finished 
second in both the Formula One and 
Two races. 

The newly-repaved Sears Point 





Raceway gave fans close racing 
throughout the weekend, but also 
dished out its share of tragedy. Four 
red flags were waved during the week- 
end with the most tragic moment 
coming in the sidecar race. Michael 
Parkinson of Chico, California was 
killed on Sunday when his sidecar 
flipped in turn one. Parkinson's pas- 
senger, Francis Mazur, was also in- 
jured and was admitted to Sonoma 
Valley Hospital where he was listed 
in stable condition at press time. 
Wes Cooley was the other seriously- 
injured rider after crashing while 
leading the Superbike race on Satur- 
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day. Cooley lost the back end of his 
Honda in one of the fastest sections of 
the track and suffered a broken verte- 
bra in his neck, two broken femurs, a 
broken hipand a ruptured spleen. He 
is, however, expected to have a slow, 
but full recovery. : 

The earliest blow came on Friday 
as Superbike phenomenon Kevin 
Schwantz crashed a Battle of the 
Twins Ducati during practice. The 
crash resulted in a broken collarbone 
for the 20-year-old winner of the Wil- 
low Springs round of the champion- 
ship. 

“I was riding Dale Newton’s Ducati 
and after four laps I started getting 
down and going fast,” Schwantz said. 
“Going into the carousel (turn six) I 
thought I hit a false neutral, but the 
chain had come off and it went slap, 
slap and threw me off.” 

The various crashes throughout 
the weekend brought up the subject 
of the track’s surface, but the problem 
may just be that the new surface is too 
good. Double winner Rainey had his 
viewpoint on the subject. 

“Before, the bumps showed where 
the line was at,” Rainey said. “Before, 
the bumps would pick the bike up 
and help in changing directions. Now 
you have to force it more to turn. The 
racing is so close now you've got 
three or four riders crammed into one 
line; I don’t think the sealer is com- 
ing up, but the track is faster and 
there’s not enough room to pass. It 
makes it all turns and no straights.” 

All in all, it was a sad weekend in 
terms of accidents and AMA referee 
Rick Hutchins said it was the most 
problems he had seen in three years. 
“We haven't had anything worse than 
than broken ribs or a broken leg,” 
Hutchins said. 

Renfrow qualified his Renfrow- 
Bigoney Racing Honda on the pole 
for the Formula One race by turning 
a record-setting lap in ] minutė, 43.6 
seconds in Sunday morning’s timed 
practice session with Rainey close 
behind in the low 1:44s. Rainey — 
despite his pre-race plan of sitting 
behind Renfrow — led the first lap 
ahead of Renfrow, Schlachter and 
dirt-tracker Doug Chandler, Ricky 
Orlando, John Bettencourt and Dan 
Chivington. 

“Rainey, Renfrow and Schlachter 
wasted no time in putting distance 
between themselves and the rest of 
the field as they immediately pulled 
away. Renfrow got by Rainey in turn 
seven on the second lap and the two 
started to leave Schlachter behind. 
Chandler, meanwhile, began to sepa- 
rate himself from the pack and started 
to become a problem for Schlachter. 
The dirt-tracker was on the prowl for 
Camel Pro Series points and was rid- 
ing fast and smooth. Renfrow and 
Rainey continued to leave the field 
with Rainey, seemingly, content to 
sit back and wait. 

On lap five, Rainey pulled up next 
to Renfrow going into turn 11 and 
the cat-and-mouse game began. Rai- 
ney exited 11 in the lead, but half-a 
lap later Renfrow took over again in 
turn seven. The order at the end of six 
laps was Renfrow, Rainey, Schlach- 
ter, Chandler, Ricky Orlando, Rueben 
McMurter, Doug Brauneck, John Bet- 
tencourt, Jeff Haney and Ted Boody. 

That order remained the same 
through the next two laps, but 
Chandler was almost within striking 
distance of Schlachter at the end of 
lap eight. Renfrow and Rainey started 
to hit traffic on lap nine and Chandler 
couldn't get any closer to Schlachter 
as the two also caught back markers. 
On lap 12, Rainey showed he may 
have been holding back as he man- 
aged to reel Renfrow back in after 
losing ground in traffic. In the fast 
esses, Rainey got the door slammed 
hard in his face by a back marker and 








Renfrow broke free. If there was ever 
a time for Renfrow to make a run, 
this was it. Rainey, however, quickly 
made up the ground lost after realiz- 
ing he could do it. 


“I almost pulled in because I felt 
something in the front end loosening 
up,” Rainey said after the race, “I 
looked down and it looked all right 
so I kept going. I think the oil in the 
damper heated up, but after that I 
knew I could catch up.” 

The rest of the race followed the 
same pattern. One lap Rainey would 
fall behind and the next he’d be right 
back on Renfrow’s rear tire. The 
leading duo lapped up to ninth place 
Bettencourt by lap 22 as they con- 
tinued to run in the high 1:44s and 
low 1:45s. At the end of lap 25 Ren- 
frow and Rainey had lapped up to 
seventh place, but Renfrow got his 
Honda sideways in turn four and 
crashed hard as Rainey barely snuck 
by the wreckage. 

“Ttwas on the off-camber turn four 
or five,” Rainey said. “He got side- 
ways and the next thing I knew he 
was up and over his bike. No one 
likes to win like this, but I’ve lost 
races the same way before. I'd just 
like to thank my Mom and Dad and 
my family for backing me all the way.” 

Renfrow was knocked unconscious, 
but was recovering without injuries, 
according to referee Hutchins. 

With the ambulance on the track, 
the red flag came out and the race was 
called. Schlachter was handed second 
place with Chandler holding on to 
collect 13 valuable points for third. It 
was Chandler's first ride on the ex- 
Cooley three-cylinder Honda. 

Fourth place went to Orlando and 
his VF750F Honda Superbike with 
Brauneck taking fifth. Renfrow was 
awarded sixth place with Walter Nitto 
seventh on his Champion Moriwaki 
Superbike. Dirt-tracker Ted Boody 
picked up points on George Vincen- 
zi’s TZ750 in eighth, with Betten- 
court on his VF750F Honda ninth 
and Haney 10th. .

Team Honda’s Fred Merkel 
won an accident-marred Super- 
bike race at Sears Point, taking 
over the championship points 
lead on his Mike Velasco and Merlyn 
Plumlee-tuned Honda VF750F Inter- 
ceptor. The win added drive to Mer- 
kel’s bid to retain his Superbike 
Championship. Rookie Todd Bru- 
baker of Starfire Racing finished 
second on his Honda with Cham- 
pion Moriwaki's Walt Nitto, the 
reigning AFM Champion, finishing 
third on his Kawasaki. 

Willow Springs winner Kevin 





Schwantz missed the race because he 
crashed Dale Newton’s Ducati in 
practice Friday, when the bike threw 
a chain. Schwantz, who missed a 
deadline to sign a two-year Superbike 
contract with U.S. Suzuki Motor 
Corp. earlier in the week, suffered a 
broken collarbone. 

Wes Cooley led the points with the 
Starfire Racing Honda going into 
the Sears Point round, but his run at 
his third championship ground to a 
halt in a sickening, major‘crash that 
left Cooley hospitalized with exten- 
sive injuries, including two broken 
femurs, a broken vetebra, broken hip 
and ruptured spleen. He is expected 
to recover. 

Cooley’s crash occured at contro- 
versial turn one, a top-gear left- 
hander bordered by a dirt embank- 
ment. It is ironic that Cooley, a 
founder of the Professional Motorcy- 
cle Racer’s Assn. (PMRA), a member 
of the Jon Woo Memorial Safety Pro- 
ject, and a strong proponent of 

‘Improving track safety, was hurt so 
badly in a corner that track officials 
have frequently been contacted about 
and asked to improve. 

“Our local representative, Kurt 
Bickel, went so far as to make draw- 
ings of how turn one could be 
improved to make it safer, and this 
was well over a year ago,” said Bruce 
Hammer, president of the Jon Woo 
Memorial Safety Project after Coo- 
ley’s crash. 

“Bickel met with Rick Lalor and 
spoke to owner Jack Williams of 
Sears Point Raceway and the suggest- 
ions were generally brushed off. Now 
a guy who has done nothing but 
good for Superbike racing in general 
and for Sears Point Raceway in spec- 
fic has been needlessly hurt more 
seriously than he would have been if 
that hill had been modified liked we 
asked. Cooly spent a couple of days 
doing pre-race publicity for the track 
and his reward is a simple slide-out 
turned intoa life-threatening tragedy 
because they aren’t interested i in mak- 
ing safety improements.’ 

Things started smoothly on Satur- 
day as the first Superbike heat got the 
program rolling. Cooley led the field 
into turn one with Honda pilots 
John Bettencourt, Glenn Barry, 
Merkel and local favorite Rich Oliver 
(Kaw) following in hot pursuit. Coo- 
ley pulled out some distance in the 
first half of the opening lap, but 
Merkel got moving to pull even going 
into turn 1]. Cooley kept Merkel at 
bay while the duo pulled away from 
the rest of the pack and by the second 
lap the front two had put seven 
seconds between themselves and Barry 
in third. 

Merkel temporarily snuck past 
Cooley going into turn 1l, but at the 
end of three laps Cooley was back in 
front. Lap four saw Merkel take the 
lead going into turn seven, but once 
again Cooley was the first to exit 
Turn seven, however, turned out to 
be the place for Merkel as he rode 
around the outside of Cooley on the 
last lap and held on for the win. 
Oliver, meanwhile, had finally got- 
ten the handle on Barry to finish 
third. Barry followed in fourth with 
Bettencourt rounding out the top 
five. 

The second heat was a battle of the 
Yamahas in the first turn as Jimmy 
Filice continued his string of rocket 
starts with Sam McDonald right 
behind in second. At the end of the 
first lap it was still Filice and McDo- 
nald with Dale Quarterley (Yam), 
Rueben McMurter (Hon), Brubaker 
and Scott Gray on the Yoshimura 
Suzuki following. Gray, from nearby 
Santa Rosa, was on the move, but got 
into a slight tangle with Brubaker 
going into turn two. The mishap 
slowed him down, but only moment- 














arily as he moved into fourth at the 
end of the second lap. 

Gray didn’t stop there and set his 
sights on Filice after disposing of 
McDonald and McMurter. McMur- 
ter, howeer, put his Honda back past 
Gray as the two caught Filice on the 
third lap. Gray and McMurter swapp- 
ed positions again on the third lap 
and Gray slid under Filice in turn 
seven to take the lead. McMurter fol- 
lowed in suit on the next go around 
and the three finished in that order. 
Brubaker. put his Honda across the 
line in fourth and McDonald took 
fifth. 

The first, and best, portion of the 
accident-riddled Superbike race got 
underway with a bang as Cooley, 
Gray and Merkel didn’t waste any 
time in heading for the front. Filice 
followed in fourth to lead the freight- 
train of Rich Oliver (Kaw), McMur- 
ter, McDonald, Ricky Orlando(Hon) 
and John Bettencourt (Hon). 

Merkel got by Gray in turn seven 
on lap two, but Cooley still held the 
top spot. The pace was furious as the 
three clocked a 1:44.75 during the 
seond lap and were already 40 seconds 
up the the last place rider. On the 
third lap Gray put his Suzuki past 
Cooley’s in turn three to take over the 
lead with Merkel in third. 

Filice still held'on to fourth, but it 
was adistant fourth. McMurter moved 
by Oliver who was followed by Bru- 
baked and a fading McDonald. 


The top three could be covered by a 
blanket as they pulled 10 seconds 
clear of Filice. Gray was still the 
leader, but Cooley and Merkel were 
close enough to pounce. On the sev- 
enth lap, the leading trio began to 
pass back-markers and Cooley’s exper- 
lence was beginning to show as he 
moved closer to Gray. Merkel, on the 
other hand, looked to be working a 
little harder with the back tire begin- 
ning to fade. 

The eighth lap saw a sudden change 
in the top three as Gray went into 
turn twoa little hot and barely escaped 
crashing with his rear wheel off the 
track. The thought of body meeting 
pavement temporarily slowed the 
hard-charging Gray, thus allowing 
Cooley and Merkel to slip by. Cooley 
continued to lead Merkel with Gray 
dropping slightly off the pace. 

The first catastrophe struck on lep 
10 as Gray stepped off hard on one of 
the fastest sections of the track, turn 
nine. With Gray injured and hay 
bales spread all over the track, the 
race was halted by the red flag. 

Following clean-up, the race was 
restarted with Cooley, Filice and 
Merkel leading the way. Cooley was 
no longer benefiting from Merkel’s 
wrong tire choice as the Honda pilot 
had switched to a harder compound 
before the restart. The first lap of the 
restart saw Orlando, McDonald and 
McMurter get inyolved in a tangle 
with Orlando and McDonald going 
down. The mishap occured in turn 
seven, but the effects were forgotten 
quickly as Cooley and Filice were 
involved in a spectacular crash in 
turn one. 

“His rear end slid out and the bike 
exploded,” Filice said of the incident. 
‘The gas tank flew way in the air and 
came down straight in front of me.” 

Filice escaped unhurt and rushed 
to check Cooley’s condition as the 
race faced its second red flag. 

The third start got underway with 
Cooley being attended to at Sonoma 
County Hospital. With Cooley, Gray 
and Schwantz nursing injuries, the 
last portion of the race was void of 
any drama. Merkel got off toa fourth 
place start, but there was little doubt 
as to the outcome of this one. Merkel 
took over the lead on the second lap 
and never looked back. He quickly 
opened up a three-second lead and

the only race was for second. 
McMutrter, Brubaker, Oliver, Barry, 
Nitto and Bettencourt were all in 
position to take the runner-up spot 
in the early going as the positions 
changed hands regularly. Merkel con- 
tinued to lap in the mid-to-low 1:46s 
and pulled out toa 5.5-second lead on 
the fifth lap. The battle behind con- 
tinued, but Brubaker began to settle 
in on the runner-up slot. The tight 
race was for third with Oliver and 
McMurtrter going at it. The suspense 
soon diminished, however, as both 
riders went down in the carousel. 
Brubaker held on to take second 
behind Merkel with Nitto, Barry and 


Bettencourt rounding out the top’ 


five. 

Merkel took home the win and the 
championship points, but it wasn’t 
the most pleasant win for the defend- 
ing Superbike champion. 

“The sealer on the track comes up 
when the wheels spin and it was just 
like an ice skate,” Merkel said. “I ran 
off the track once (before the first re- 
start) and I should be in the hospital. 
I chose the wrong compound and I 
couldn’t have won (without the re- 
start). We are going wide-open on the 
front straightaway now and we've 
never been able to before. We’re just 
going too fast and the wheel spin 
pulls the sealer from the track. Wes 
just spun it around and the same 
thing happened to Gray.” 

The crashes were on everyone's 
lips and there was more than one ver- 
sion of the McMurter-Oliver clash. 

When asked what occured at the 


turn six carousel, both riders stated 











opinions, ‘‘The local hero tried to be 
a hero,” McMurter said. “He slid it 
out and took me with him. I moved 
over a little more and I don’t know if 
he lost the front or the back end; I 
couldn't do anything.” 

Oliver’s story proved to be the 
opposite and he had the backing of 
Orlando — who apparently also had 
a gripe towards McMurter. 

“He tightened up, gassed it and 
pulled in front of me,” Oliver said. 
“He hit my front ure and we went 
down. I hada full front wheel on him 
going in, but he tightened up on 
me.” 

Orlando wasa blatently upset with 
McMurter. 

“Me and Sam (McDonald) were 
going at itand when we set up for the 
Rueben McMurter and Same were all 
over me,” he said. “I couldn't see 
what happened, but I think it’s pretty 
much. Rueben riding over 
aggressively. The next thing I knew 
they were on top of me. He tries to 
intimidate you.”

Rainey 
dominates 
Formula Two

Wayne Rainey used the Stuart 
Toomey-tuned MacLean Rac- 
ing RS250 Honda to win the 





Formula Two race, beating 
MacLean Racing teammate Rich 
Schlachter and reigning Formula 
Two Champion Don Greene. The 
winner’s circle was filled with Hon- 
das; John Glover brought Barry Elli- 
ott’s TZ250 Yamaha across the line in 
fourth place. 

Rainey set his Honda on cruise 
control to win the first heat for grid 
position by a comfortable margin 
over Greene’s Motorcycle Unltd. 
Honda. After turning 1:45s and 1:46s 
in practice, Rainey seemed content to 





turn 1:47s and that was all that was 
needed to take the heat race win. 
Greene, meanwhile,didn’t get much 
of a challenge for second as he stuck 
with Rainey early to pull clear of the 
pack. Schlachter put the second Mac- 
Lean Honda into third place ahead 
of Dale Franklin’s Honda and James 
Stephens’ Rotax. 

Dwayne Chung (Yam) led the 
second Formula Two heat across the 
line at the end of the first lap with 
David Sadowski. closing in second. 
The table was set for a two-man bat- 
tle as Sadowski pulled his Honda to 
within striking distance on the third 
lap with Eric Honda (Yam), Jeff 
Heino (Hon), Robert Lugliani (C-A) 
and John Glover rounding out the 
top six. Glover was on the move after 
stalling his Yamaha on the grid and 
after four laps moved up to fifth. At 
the front of the field, Sadowski had 
moved by Chung but with the check- 
ered flag within his grasp, Sadow- 
ski’s Honda seized. Chung took the 
win with Kondo and Glover taking 
second and third, respectively. Sadow- 
ski coasted across the line for fourth 
and Heino put his Honda across the 
line in fifth. 

Rainey did the same in the final on 
Sunday. The 24-year-old from Nor- 
walk, California led Don Greene, 
Schlachter, Chung, Kondo and 
Franklin into the first corner. Greene 
made a move and got by Rainey in 
turn seven, but it didn’t last long as 
the MacLean Honda was soon back 
in front. The front four of Rainey, 
Greene, Schlachter and Chung quick- 
ly pulled away from the rest of the 
field in the opening lap. 

Rainey turned a 1:46.41 on the 
second lap and Schlachter had moved 
by Greene. Meanwhile, Chung started 











to gain ground on Greene’s Honda, 
but Greene hit the go buttonand left 
Chung behind. Rainey started to pull 
away and at the end of lap three, he 
was up by three second. 

The race ‘for fourth was the center 
of attention by lap four as Sadowski,- 
Kondo, Franklin, Stephens and Glo- 
ver were all in position to take over 
the slot. By lap five, however, Ste- 
phens was out of the picture as he 
coasted to a stop in turn one, Sch- 
lachter began to put a comfortable 
margin between himself and Greene, 
but by this point Rainey was long 
gone. 

By the ninth lap, Franklin, Glover, 
Alan Scott and Heino were involved 
in a tussle for seventh, while Chuck 
Aksland was beginning to move in 
13th. On the next lap, Mark Smith 
got his Yamaha sideways in turn two 
and Aksland took advantage to move 
by both Smith and Robert Lughani 
to take over 11th. The three way dice 
for that spot continued to change in 
one of teh better battles of the race. _. 

The 12th lap saw Sadowski got 
down in the carousel, while gaining 
on Chung, escaping without injury 
and after 15 of the 20 laps Rainey led 
Schlachter, Greene, Chung, Glover, 
Kondo and Franklin. In the closing 
laps, Glover started to close on Chung 
as the two swarmed through traffic. 
Glover tried a last-lap pass in the 
esses and got next to Chung across 
the finish line, but got the official 
fourth-place finish. 

The easy win went to Rainey in 35 
minutes, 52.98 seconds, but Schlach- 
ter’s second place was enough to hold 
a slim two point lead over his team- 
mate in the Formula Two point 
standings, 42-40. Greene finished 
third with Chung, Glover, Heino, 
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Aksland and Smith rounding out the 
top eight places. — 

Rainey’s only problem was.think- 
ing too much about the race he knew 
he would have to work harder for, the 
Formula One. 

“I didn’t have any problems out 
there,” he said. “The only real prob- 
lem was thinking about the 500. I 
knew I wasn’t done racing yet, but 
every time I tried to pace myself 
they'd catch up a little. I finally just 
concentrated on winning the thing 
and not worrying about the Formula 
One.” e

Of the weekend’s five main events, 
the Battle of the Twins provided fans 
with the closest racing. Church put 
his Harley out front at the start, but 
was followed closely by Adamo’s 
Cagiva and David Roper’s Ducati. 
Lap two saw Church and Adamo 
touch going into turn two, but it was 
Adamo exiting in the lead. Roper 
still trailed in third followed by Stuart 
Cooper’s ferocious Vision-based 
Yamaha, and hard-charging Wil- 
liams. 

Adamo puta little distance between 
himself and Church on lap three. 
That didn’t last long as Church dove 
under Adamo in turn two to start the 
fourth lap in the lead. It was Church's 
turn to see if he could break loose 
from Adamo and it appeared he could 
by the time they got to turn six. What- 
ever Church gained in the first six 
turns, Adamo got back in the next 
five as he seemed to gain considerable 
ground in the esses, turns eight, nine 
and 10. 

Church continued to lead on lap 
five with Adamo still close, but the 
picture changed in the race for third. 
Williams, Roper and Cooper were 
deeply involved in the fight for the 
rights to third place, but Roper dis- 
charged himself from the battle by 
crashing in turn seven on lap five. 
Williams seemed to spring to life fol- 
lowing Roper’s crash and started 
gaining quickly on the leading duo. 

By the eighth lap Williams was 





right on Adamo’s rear wheel who in 
turn was still close to Church. Willi- 
ams temporarily slipped by Adamo 
in turn five, but one turn later and 
Adamo was back in second. Williams 
was having the worst luck in the bat- 
tle with the traffic as the other two 
seemed to slide by at the right times. 

The three up front separated slight- 
ly on lap 12 as traffic thickened and 
on lap 13, Adamo’s Ducati slowed to 
a crawl while exiting from turn seven. 
After a coast down the hill and into 
the pits, Adamo’s race was over. It 
didn’t however, dampen the proceed- 
ings between Church and Williams 
as the Ducati seemingly was getting 
stronger. 

The race was set for a last-lap 
showdown. Chuch had a slight lead 
as the white flag was waved but the 
lead was short-lived as Church made 
a mistake in turn two. With a lapped 
rider at the apex of the right-hander, 
Church tried to dive underneath.

How to: 


Be a Motocross Star! 


By David Bailey with Thomas Scott 


Part one: How to build a motocross career 


I’m David Bailey, and I’ve been pretty successful at racing motocross. Over the 
next few weeks I'll be giving you some input on various factors which influence 
the way I race and how I perform. I'll also be giving you some tips on sponsor- 
ship and how to spend your money once you make it. Life on the road and my 
responsibilities as a factory rider are also important, so I'll cover those areas. 


I thought we'd start off with how I 
got going and what it took to get 
there. First of all, I don’t consider 
myself a star. I’ve made it a little 
further than some others who had the 
chance. I’ve been lucky at times, but 
I've also had the natural talent which 
I used to the best of my ability. 
Through the coaching of my dad 
(Gary Bailey) I’ve become one of the 
top motocrossers in the world, and 
I’ve taken a bunch of championships, 

When you put yourself on track for 
a professional career, there are many 
decisions to make, and to me, most of 
that stuff almost seems like luck. 
There were a bunch of guys I raced 
against when I was an amateur, 
friends of mine, and something hap- 
pened to them. They weren’t able to 
keep pushing, they didn’t get the 
right breaks, or they got injured and 
never recovered. A lot of unfortunate 
things seem to happen to those peo- 
ple who have a chance of making it, 
and many of them are never able to 
realize their goal. 

The big secretis that almost any- 
one can turn out to be a MX star. If 
-you haye any natural talent at all, if 





you can think for yourself, if you 
know what it means to really be in 
good physical shape, if you can create 
new riding ideas and techniques, and 
if you can learn to ride smooth over 
varying terrains, you can be a star. 
That's why I think I'll be racing for a 
long time; I know what it will take to 
win if it’s hot, or if it’s dusty. I can 
adapt toall conditions, and that gives 
me an edge on everyone else. 

Start out with small and realistic 
goals, ones that you can reach. Too 
many times I've seen riders who have 
tried to get into the Expert class too 
quickly so they can run with the fas- 
ter guys, because they figure they'll 
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get faster by racing with faster riders. ` 


These guys are so much slower they're 
not even on the same lap as the Expert 
guys. All they've really learned is that 
they’re in last and that they have to go 
faster — I could have told them that 
before they moved up to the Experts! 

My thoughts are that when you’re 
racing Amateur, stay in your class 
until you can win it comfortably. 
There’s no sense to move up until 
you've learned all you can from riders 
at your skill level. Se

I also think that just being a plain 
kid until you’re 13 or 14 is important. 
If I could do it all over again, know- 
ing what I know now, I think I'd wait 
until I was that age to start racing 
(I raced for the first time when I was 
10). To make that theory work, 
though, you have to be out riding 
and enjoying it when you're younger, 
just trail riding with friends for the 
enjoyment of it. 

The things I'm against are going 
to Ponca City or other amateur 
nationals and arguing with the par- 
ents and other kids and getting pro- 
tested and all the rigamarole that 
goes on at amateur events. I think it’s 
important to hang out with your 
friends and have a social life and be a 
kid while you can. You shouldn't 
have to be racing and not doing as 
well in school and missing school 
sports. 

The key to getting good, and then 
better, is to get in some quality prac- 
tice time. At the very least practice 
two times a week, and I like to get out 
to practice three or more times each 
week. The problem for a local Ama- 
teur racer is that he usually has only 
one bike to both practice and race on, 
so if you can only practice a couple 
times a week try to get your first prac- 
tice in early in the week. Then try to 
practice the day before race day. Even 
though it seems like you’re using 
energy and getting tired, you’re prob- 
ably better off because on race day 
you'll be more loosened up and you'll 
be more familiar with the bike. 

You'll use less energy in the long 
run because you'll be relaxed and less 
nervous and tense, and you won’ t feel 
like you're learning to ride all over 
again when you get to the races. 

When you have the goal of being 
#1, you have to take care of your body 
and your equipment. Make sure your 
bike and gear is prepped and ready to 
goon race day. You should be able to 
rest and think things over between 
motos, instead of having to search 
through your gear bag for fresh gog- 
gles or gloves. Thinking ahead is a 
big part of being a winner. 

When it comes to your body and 
subsequent injuries, always get a 
second opinion when a doctor wants 
to put a cast on. Unless it's a broken 
femur, neck or back, you probably 
don’t need any plaster, and most 
sports medicine doctors will tell you 
that. You have to keep racing if you 
want to be the champ. Too many 


. -times I'll pick up a MX magazineand, . 
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some top rider will be sniveling that 
he had everything going his way, but 
then he-got injured. In-mfost cases 
you can ride if you’re injured, unless 
it’s quite serious. Nine out of 10 times 
a sports medicine doctor will have 
you competitive and back on the 
track at least two weeks sooner than 
any other doctor; sometimes that two 
weeks. will make the difference in 
winning a championship or letting 
one slip by. 

When you set a goal of being #1, 
you're talking a bunch of dedication. 
There are a bunch of guys who have 
said they were after the same things I 
am, but many of them laid out when , 
injuries or other hardships came 
along. 

You have to make the best out of 
every situation. Don’t let things get 
you upset, because you can't put ina 
top race performance if you're in a 
bad mood over something. I can’t 
imagine what it would be like racing 
if your weren’t getting along with 
your mechanic, for instance. The 
thing to remember is to communi- 
cate with the people around yeu so 
that everyone understands each other. 

I believe in projecting a positive 
attitude. It helps you want to do well. 
I like to start on a Monday, the week 
before the race. Think about the track 
you'll be racing on, if you’ve been 
there before, or maybe someone will 
have some video from that track. 
Watch that, get a little bit psyched, 
and then try to practice situations 
you might encounter at that race 
track. 

Run through the race track in your 
head and visualize yourself racing 
there. Think of being in control the 
whole day — it’s a positive form of 
mind control. Really wanting to do 
well, and thinking about it all week, 
makes me more confident on Sunday. 

Even with all these good inten- 
tions, things will still go wrong at 
certain races. You can't afford to 
waste time feeling sorry for yourself, 
or thinking that you weren't treated 
fairly. Your race results for that day 
are history, so you have to move 
ahead to the next race immediately. 

I’ve had my share of problems dur- 
ing the start of the ’85 season, but I 
have to keep up a positive attitude for 
myself and for my sponsors. Many 
times I'll have to sign autographs 
and visit with fans after a national or 
Supercross, even though I got knocked 
down or crashed in the race. I can’t 
afford to be rude or beligerent to 
anyone, because I’m a professional 
and I have a job to do both on and off 
the track. 

Remember that people are always 
watching you. If a potential sponsor 
sees you out shaking hands after 
you've had a miserable day at the 
races, he’ll remember you because of 
your maturity and attitude. If you've 
just won both motos, you still have a 
responsibility after the races. That 
same potential sponsor might know 
you’re a winner, but if he sees you 
complaining because you only won 
by half a lap, he'll remember that 
also. Sponsors don’t want to be repre- 
sented by unpredictable crybabies. 
They need to know that you're going 
to do your bestin all situations. 

I hope that you've been able to get 
inside my head a bit through the first 
part of my series. There are many 
things which will lead you to beinga 
MX star, and not all of them are so 
obvious. I'm hoping that you'll be 
able to set up your own game plan 
after you digest the things I’m 
explaining.

AMA D-37 Hare Scrambles 


Hallgath wins 
Los Coyotes

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, MAY 12 


Eric Hallgath ran away from the field to win 

the Los Coyotes M.C. Hare Scrambles in the 

Searles Station/Teagle Wash area. 
Husqvarna-mounted Hallgath led the 71- 


mile race from start to finish, 
opening upa three-minute lead 
over second-place Ted Hunni- 
cutt at the checkered flag. 

“Tight and challenging” was the 
way everyone described the race, which 
is the first course laid out by Los 
Coyotes M.C. in two years. The course 
was also appreciated by the spectators 
because it ran through camp in the 
middle of the loop as well as at the 
end. As first Novice finisher Jeff Bou- 
chillon put it, “It made it nice to 
come by the pits twice — my wife and 
kid come out all the time and nor- 
mally they don’t get to'see me at all. 
This was a great idea.” 

There was a low turnout for the 
race, with 321 riders instead of the 
recent 450 to 500 rider entry. Los 
Coyotes attributed this toa combina- 
tion of the Virginia City Grand Prix, 
Saturday night’s supercross at the 
Los Angeles Coliseum, and 
Mother's Day. Los Coyotes M.C. helped 
make Mother’s Day special by offer- 
ing free entries to all mothers. 

In contrast to most of the races in 
the area, the course started north of 
the railway tracks, with the bomb run 
heading north towards the town of 
Trona. 

Hallgath looked impressive right 
off the start, opening up a 30-second 
lead by the end of the bomb run. 
Hunnicutt was running second at the 
bomb, with Eddie Ogden hard on his 
heels in third. Ogden’s challenge was 





cut short a few miles later on by a 
high-speed get-off in the rocks which 
resulted in an injured foot anda DNF 
for the day. The Ogden family has 
been plagued by injuries lately, with 
So. Cal’s Ed Ogden Sr. breaking his 
collarbone at the Vikings M.C. Hare 
and Hound held two weeks pre- 
viously. i 

Chris Crandall’s ride ran true to 
form, with his four-stroke ATK 
slightly behind the leaders in 12th 
place at the bomb, but already starting 
a powerful drive to pick off the front 
runners one-by-one. The top 10 at the 
bomb also included three riders from 
the very competitive Vets class — 
Mike Fitzgerald, Wayne Carlton and 
Steve Spragle, all on 250s. 

“Tt was a 250cc course,” said Hall- 
gath. “The whole track was tight — 
that was tight if I’ve ever seen it. I 
wish Ashcraft (Dan Ashcraft — Team 
Husky) had been here. I think I could 
have beaten him on this course.” 

Hallgath had increased his lead to 
a full minute by the railroad crossing 
halfway through the first loop, and 
was off on the second half of the loop 
before the Novice/Beginner start got 
underway. 

The leaders were well spread out 
by the time they hit pit row, with 
Hunnicutt’s dust still off in the dis- 
tance on the Los Coyotes downhill as 
Hallgath went through home check. 
Crandall stormed through in third, 
with Amateur Brad Eyre (KTM) in 
fourth.

The front runners had to dodge the 
stragglers from the Novice/Beginner 
start for much of the second loop, 
which made the going tough in places. 

“My biggest problem was passing 
the Beginners on the second loop,” 
said Hunnicutt. And off the start 
there were a lot of play riders on the 
course — I nearly hit one of them.” 

Hallgath held onto his lead for the 
second loop and finished three min- 
utes up on Hunnicutt. “I had a great 
race,” said Hallgath. “Things went 
right all the way. My only problem 
was the pipe coming off — it was so 
loud I can’t hear a thing.” 

Second-place Hunnicutt, on a 
Yamaha, finished with no clutch. 
“The clutch went out on the first 
loop — it was slipping real bad. But 
apart from that, and all the play rid- 
ers going the wrong way on the 
course, it was great,” he said. “It was 
a 250cc course — really tight, and 
that’s what I like.” 

Crandall thundered home in third 
at the end of a typically flamboyant 
ride. “It was a fun course with some 
good ideas,” said Crandall. “But it 
needed a whole lot more ribbon and 
arrows. The bomb was fun because 
you get to practice and you know 
where you want to go but the course 
got hard to find further out. You’d 
come over a hill and there would be 
no ribbon at all. It takes time when 
it’s like that.” 

Derrick Paiement finished fourth 
overall, despite recent back injuries 
from the Invaders’ race. Paiement 
said he was using this race to tune up 
for the upcoming Baja 500. 

Mike Fitzgerald (Yam) was first 
Vet finisher, and fifth overall. “It was 
a real fast course,” he said. “At the 
speeds the bikes are capable of out 
there they didn’t give you enough 
warnings. You could get really mov- 
ing and turns with big bumps would 
come up and you could really eat it.” 

Brad Eyre took the honors in the 
Amateur class, finishing seventh over- 
all, with Dick Postma (Hus) finish- 
ing first in the Senior class. “A good 
start — that’s the key,” said Postma, 
“A good start gets you a good ride.” 

There was a neck-and-neck battle 
the whole race in the Women’s class, 
with Joanna Brownell taking the 
honors in the Expert class, and Rosa 





Taylor, who was bumped up to Ama- 
teur the day before the race, hard on 
her heels. “It was fun,” said Brow- 
nell, “But there was some guy com- 
ing the wrong way on the first loop 
and I hada head-on with him.”’ Rosa 
Taylor was one of the many riders 
who complained about a lot of dust. 
“I didn’t see daylight until the second 
loop,” she said. 


First Novice finisher and 87th over- 
all was Jeff Bouchillon, riding for 
Dick Allen Honda. Bouchillon said 
he thought the course was “kind of 
short” and a little rough. Vet Mike 
Myers took second overall in the 
Novice class, and was followed in by 
Steve Kirk on a Yamaha. “I like rocks 
and I like sand — but I don’t like 
them together,” said Kirk. 

The Beginner class was a runaway 
victory for Mark Pippert (Yam), mak- 
ing it his fifth class win in a row. “I 
had a great race,” said Pippert. “It 
wasn’t too dusty for me because I was 
ahead of the rest of the guys. This is 
my first year of desert racing and I've 
had five wins. It’s great. They keep 
saying they're going to make me'a 
Novice, but I haven't heard anything 
official yet.” °

Road America win 
to Quester-Sullivan

ELKHART LAKE, WI, MAY 4 


The Road America Six-Hour saw Quester- 
Sullivan Racing’s Mike Barenbrugge, Mike 
Harlow, and Bob Voorhees cover 508 miles 
in 127 lapson the four-mile road course to take 


first overall and first in the 
GTO division over runner-up 
CG Racing and their Yamaha 
FZ750 by two laps. Going into 
round four, Dr. John’s Team Moto- 
Guzzi were the odds-on favorites, but 
finished third. 

The back-to-back rounds took their 
toll on several teams, the most nota- 
ble being American Honda-sponsored 
Team Ontario. Suffering more than 
their share of bad luck on the West 
Coast swing, the problems for the 
team continued at Road America. 
John Ashmead showed up with his 
foot in a cast from a crash in the AMA 
Superbike round at Willow. Lynn 
Miller’s arm was in a sling from a 
crash in the endurance round at 
Willow. Filling in for Ashmead was 
Jay Parnell, with Miller riding in 
pain. 

Ontario’s problems with the new 
VF1000R Honda continued with Par- 
nell coming in from the morning 
practice session complaining of a 
badly-slipping clutch. Ontario tuner 
Keith Perry installed a new clutch for 
the race, hoping to cure the situation. 

As Ontario and many of the 39 
teams on hand found out, clutches 
became a major problem. Quester- 
Sullivan held the pole for the start of 
the six-hour race and led the field off. 

By the end of the first hour, Miller 
had the Team Ontario/American 
Honda/Cam-2/Dunlop/Spectro/ 
ND/D.E. Machina/Moto-X Fox 
VF1000R in front followed by Quester- 
Sullivan, Moto-Guzzi, Team Lock- 
hart, and the Backroad Bandits Suzuki 
ridden by Matt Washington and 
Robert Bub filling the top five. An 
additional nine other teams were all 
on the lead lap with Ontario. 

However, at the end of the second 
hour, Quester’s Barenbrugge, on the 
Spectro/Arai/Dunlop/Ferodo/Rus- 
sell Performance/Moto-X Fox/KK/ 
Libertyville Yamaha FJ was the only 
rider on the same lap with Ontario. 

With Bob Voorhees riding, Ques- 
ter moved into first by the end of the 
third hour as Ontario’s clutch prob- 
lems continued to get worse. 

Team Lockhart’s ride came to an 






















end just into the fourth hour. With 
Wendall Phillips riding, the team’s 
Ninja began to sound increasingly 
rough each consecutive lap. According 
to Phillips, the motor seized due to 
overheating. 

Quester-Sullivan maintained a one- 
lap lead on Ontario with two hours 
left while Moto-Guzzi was third, one 
lap down. The CG Racing Yamaha 
FZ750 was fourth. CG was slowly and 
consistently making up ground to 
mount a strong bid on Moto-Guzzi. 
The CG Yamaha, ridden by Jeff Atwell, 
Courtney Collins and Craig Gaver, 
moved onto the same lap with Moto- 
Guzzi in the fifth hour. 

Just into the fifth hour, Nick Phil- 
lips, now riding the Moto-Guzzi 
North America/Koni/Metzeler/Parts 
Unlimited/Team Sure-Fire/Mobil/ 
Hella/Bell LeMans moved into sec- 
ond. Miller brought the Ontario 
Honda into the pits and the resulting 
stop cost the team two laps while they 
replaced the front brake pads. “I had 
to pump the brakes six times going 
into each turn,” said Miller. “We 
braked hard because of the clutch 
problem and hoped to go the distance 
on a set of pads.” 

CG Racing moved around Ontario 
in the final hour and had their sights 
set on Moto-Guzzi. With 15 minutes 
left, Collins caught and passed the 
Moto-Guzzi to take second, 

Voorhees, riding the last leg for 
Quester-Sullivan, took the win fol- 
lowed by CG Racing, Moto-Guzzi 
and Team Ontario, with Team Horn- 
blower rounding out the top five and 
GTO class. 

Moto-Guzzi still maintains a com- 
manding overall point lead in the 
series with two firsts, a second and a 
third, while Bridgeport Kawasaki 
leads the GTU division. e

Endurance 
technology, from 


LeMans 


By Peter Clifford 


There was little doubt about which were the 
most impressive-looking machines at the 
LeMans 24 hour race; the new works Hondas 
freshly painted in their Rothmans colors. The 


team had all the trappings of 
big time endurance racing com- 
plete with the $150,000 coach 
also used by the Rothmans GP 
team. 

The beautiful Hondas looked as 
though they might have been the 
same rolling chassis as Freddie Spen- 
cer’s South African Grand Prix win- 
ning 250 with a V-four 750 engine. 
They use the same twin spar frame 
arrangement that Honda has now 
made common to the 250, 500 and 
750cc works racers. As well as in 
endurance races, similar 750cc V-fours 
will also be used for the World Cham- 
pionship TT Formula One races. 

It would seem likely that this will 
herald a range of street bike frames 
with a similar configuration but pre- 
sumably first they will dream up 
some cute phrase in the same vein as 


Pro-Link, TRAC or ATAC. The rea- 
sons for adopting this method of 
frame production are several and the 
V engine configuration probably 
pointed frame design in this direction. 
Once they had decided to run twin 
spars on either side of the engine the 
obvious thing was to link the steering 
head and the swingarm pivot as di- 
rectly as possible. 

The endurance racer, in common 
with the other Hondas, has twin rec- 
tangular section tubes running down 
to a machined section which curves 
around the back of the gearbox. Be- 
cause the 750cc four-stroke is wider 
than the 250cc or 500cc two-strokes, 
the twin spars must also be wider. 
This has necessitated skimming the 
corner of the top of the side rails to 
allow the rider to tuck his legs in 
against the tank.

effort almost met with disaster when 
both bikes had to be retired at LeMans 
because of terminal frame cracks that 
threatened to separate the front forks 
from the rest of the machine. 

When Pierre Bolle called in for a 
routine pit stop at 2:00 a.m. after 
nearly 12 hours of racing, he pointed 
out to his mechanics that the han- 
dling had gone off slightly. Those 
watching the pit stop could see the 
frantic activity that started when one 
mechanic very quickly noticed the 
cause of the problem. The 6-inch 
deep main spars had large cracks 
running up each of them behind the 
steering head. It looked as though 
only some 1.2-inches of uncracked 
material remained. The other works 
Honda was called into the pit, and as 
similar cracks had started on it, both 
bikes were retired. 

An unfortunate end to the bike’s 
first endurance race, but Wayne Gard- 
ner had already won a sprint race on 
one of the F-] machines at Japan’s 
Suzuka circuit before the start of the 
GP season, and it is' just as well that 
the problem occurred at LeMans and 
was spotted rather than at a road cir- 
cuit like the Ulster or the TT where 
the bumpy circuit is so much harder 
on the machine and the result could 
have been tragic. 

It is not easy to point to the cause of 
the failure as the section of material is 
so considerable at that point, but the 
method of engine mounting may be 
suspected. The four strokes are sus- 
pended from the forward cylinder 
heads by very stiff-looking mounts 
and would transmit a good deal of 
head vibration straight to the frame 
close to the point where they broke. 





Strange though, that sucha failure 
did not show up in Honda’s own test- 
ing as they would probably have put 
prototypes through more than one 
24-hour-race worth of mileage. Cur- 
ing the problem might not be as easy 
as beefing the frame up in that area as 
vibration of an even stiffer section 
might prove just as destructive. Rub- 
ber mounting might be the answer 
but could upset the rest of the design. 

The detail work on the Hondas, as 
always, is superb, with some new 
four-piston front brake calipers from 
Nissin. As usual the pistons are dif- 
ferent sizes to stop the leading edges 
from wearing more than the trailing. 
Pad removal is neat; a single pin 
holds both pads but this is well 
secured. A spring-loaded arm holds it 
in place and must be depressed by one 
finger as the pin is pulled out. 

Interestingly, one of the main prob- 
lems that the Hondas had during 
practice involved the choice of wheel 
diameters as they changed from 17 to 
18-inch wheels and back for both 
front and rear. It looked as though 
the bike was designed to run a 16- 
inch front as both the 17 and 18-inch 
tires touched the fairings, which had 
to be cut away. Honda continues to 
run Michelin tires and that included 
a new 18-inch rear with a variety of 
constructions being used all around, 
including radials. 

As on Spencer’s 500 and 250, the air 
intake for the carbs is under the steer- 
ing head and the flow is ducted over 
the forward pair of cylinders. The 
magnesium-bodied CV carbs are not 
contained in a full airbox, though. 

Ranged against these impressive-

looking machines are.a host of the 
new oil-cooled Suzukis based on the 
GSXR750 roadster. They have a var- 
ied degree of factory support headed 
by the two machines fielded by Suzuki 
France. These are very similar to the 
F-1 bikes ridden for Suzuki in Britain 
by Mick.Grant.and Graeme.McGreg- 


or and in fact just about the same 
thing can be obtained by anyone with 
the cash and it was such a private 
machine that won the race, ridden by 
Guy Bertin and team. 

Suzuki has built a frame very sim- 
ilar to the unit supplied to Roberto 
Gallina to fit around the RG500 two- 
stroke engine. Perhaps this indicates 
that the modern 750cc four-stroke 
engines are getting almost as com- 
pact as the 500cc_ two-strokes., The 








twin-loop frame is made from rec- 
tangular-section aluminum tubing, 
extruded with-a broad channel in- 
dented along its length. This im- 
proves the section and hence the 
strength. 

The frame wraps so closely around 
the engine that the lower rail must be 
unbolted to get it out. The steering 
head looks massively strong and the 
headstock itself is large because it 
holds a removable bearing tube. Dif- 
ferent tubes have offset bearing seats 
and so, by changing tubes, the steer- 
ing head angle can be changed. 

The rear suspension is just like the 
GP bike and as interesting as the 
front. A triangular framework extends 
below the swingarm in front of the 
rear wheel. In its nose is a pin which 
runs through an eccentric in the 
middle of the rocker-arm, The eccen- 
tric is essential because it replaces the 
usual connecting rod allowing for 
the fact that the swingarm and rocker- 
arm pivots are not coaxial. The for- 
ward end of the rocker pivots in the 
frame and the rear pushes up on the 
base of the suspension units. 

The upper suspension mount is 
also, rather special and allows very 
easy adjustment of the ride height. 
The top mount pivots in the head ofa 
very coarsely-threaded bolt. The bolt 
runs up through a mounting block 
in the frame. Across the mounting 
block at right angles to the bolt runsa 
grooved bar or pinion. With this 
rack-and-pinion system the mount- 
ing bolt can be very quickly wound 
up or down. The bolt is locked in 
position by a nut on top of the block. 

The engines are claimed to put out 
some 135 bhp but reliable sources. 
suggest that they actually put 110 
bhp to the rear wheel. The engines 
are fed by carbs that use the same 
castings as the road units, and valve 
sizes are also standard at 26mm inlet 
and 24mm exhaust. The power is 
transmitted through a dry clutch. 

A dry clutch also comes in Yamaha's 
race kit for the FZ750 and although 
they also have a complete GP-style 
endurance racer waiting in the wings, 
none were run at LeMans. Instead, a 
very-standard-looking FZ750 was fit- 
ted with a race-kitted engine and it 
qualified fourth fastest. Very few 
modifications were made to the cycle 
parts and the frame was standard. 
The front forks were taken from a 
TZ250 racer and a strengthened 
swingarm was employed to accept a 
wide rear slick. An Ohlins rear shock 
replaced the standard article but the 
linkage was unchanged. Thierry Espie 
reported that the bike was amazingly 
fast and handled well. He qualified 
fifth on itand despite many problems 
the team finished third. In fact they 
did not use the dry clutch because it 
only arrived a few days before the race 
and was relatively untried. Even in its 
basic form the bike was a threat and 
the full-race version could be fantas- 
tic. They will very likely race it before 
the end of the season, at least at the 
Bol d’Or. 

Kawasaki was also seen in action. 
The once-dominant team is making 
a low-key re-emergence while a full- 
race 750 Ninja engine‘is being built 
at the factory for next season or just 
possibly this year’s Bol d’Or. The 
bikes they ran at LeMans were billed 
as Godier and Genoud replicas after 
the famous team of years past, which 
still builds road-going sports specials 
and racers. 

Based on the 900 Ninja, they had 
an engine capacity of 1050cc. This 
did not stop them winning the pro- 
duction class under the rather-loose 
French rules. With Brembo brakes 
and strengthened swingarm, the bike 
apparently worked well and was chal- 
lenging for the lead when the gearbox 
cried enough. It finished, though, 
and was seventh overall.. |. - e 





Barry Sheene returned to racing for 
the first time since his spectacular 170 
mph Daytona get-off, entering the 
first round of the Motor Cycle News 
Superbike Championship at Caldwell 
pare England. Sheene turned 10 laps, 
eading several, but retired when his 
wrists began to bother him. 


Rookie Expert Greg Sassaman led a 
1-2-3-4 Harley-Davidson sweep in the 
fifth round of the Camel Pro Series, 
the San Jose Mile. Riding only his 
second mile race aboard a “big” bike, 
Sassaman took the lead from team- 
mate Gary Scott on the eighth lap, to 
finally pull away for a decisive vic- 
tory on the 18th lap. Rex Beauchamp 
finished in third place, with Mert 
Lawwill in fourth and Kenny Roberts 
placing fifth. 


The AMA acted on proposals result- 
ing from several months of investi- 
gation, and passed major rule changes 
intended to strengthen motorcycle 
road racing. Highlights of the new 
AMA road race program included 
elimination of the Junior class, and 
increased emphasis on lightweight 
racing for Expert riders. Also included 
in the new rule package was the 
establishment of a U.S. Road Race 
Championship independent of the 
current Grand National format. 


Don Brown was named General 
Manager for the Accessories Division 
of Kawasaki. A well-known figure in 
the motorcycle industry, Brown was 
formerly editor of Cycle magazine, 
head of western marketing for Tri- 
umph motorcycles, and National 
Director of operations for U.S. Suzuki. 


At Suzuki, Mr. Shigeru Suwaki as- 
sumed the title of Executive Vice 
President, and appointed Gene Tro- 
baugh as Sales Director, Keith Van- 
Harte as Advertising Director, Mit- 
suo Koike as Parts Director, and 
William Leonard as Import and Dis- 
tribution Director. Mr. T. Shigenoya 
was named as manger of the new 
Technical Service Department. 


Privateer Wes Cooley took his Yama- 
ha TZ700 to victory in the AFM road 
race at Riverside, California, ahead 
of Marty Lunde’s Wil Harding 
Yamaha. The pair bested the efforts 
of Jim Evans and his factory Kawa- 
saki, Pat Hennen on a U.S. Suzuki- 
backed 750, George Roche’s Action 
Four Z-2, and'even Harry Klinzmann’s 
TZ350. 


Jim True topped the Open class in 
the World Championship Hillclimb 
held at DeAnza Cycle Park in south- 
ern California, with Vince Bertolucci 
clinching the 500cc class, and Doug 
Hall claiming the 250cc class. True’s 
brother, Ron True, riding the fastest 
: Norton to be found in hillclimb- 
competition, powered over the top of 
the hill to record the longest free- 
flight of the day: 100 feet beyond the 
crest for the bike, and 45 feet beyond 
the crest for True — without the 
company of the bike. ;

So trick, so few

Trials enthusiasts have been waiting to buy 
a bike like the RTL250S ever since they first 
glimpsed the factory specials Honda prepared 
for former National Champion Marland 


Whaley and his teammates in 
1975. Those 300s they rode were 
super slim, super light, and 
boasted trials-tamed four-stroke 
motors. 

But Honda never sold what Wha- 
ley competed on, instead, American 
Honda pulled out of National com- 
petition and the trials market, after 
Whaley (who gave them three straight 
championships) moved to Montesa 
during the 1978 season. 

Overseas, Rob Shepherd, who had 
posted. the first modern four-stroke 
victory in World competition in 1977, 
remained in the world’s top 10 
through 1980. That same year, a 
young Belgian named Eddy Lejeune, 
initially aboard a 200, became Hon- 
da’s top performer. Riding a 360 first 
introduced in 1978, Lejeune has top- 
ped the world for the past three years. 
This year he’s attempting to make it 
four straight on a Pro-Link single- 
shock Honda with a new 360cc motor. 


29 Americans have had access to Hon- 
d 


atrials machines since 1978 through 





specialty dealers, but this is the first 
time they have the opportunity to 
purchase what the world team is 
competing on. All teamsters, except 
Eddy Lejeune, are on the RTL250. 
(Honda is also developing a two- 
stroke trials machine.) 

American Honda, despite re-entry 
in the market by Yamaha, has not 
elected to get involved with trial§ 
again at this time, but this position 
might change soon. Any such deci- 
sion would probably involve limited 
amounts of bikes aimed at the serious 
competition market. 3 

Currently the new RTL250S is 
available here only from Bay Area 
Cycle Centre, a Los Angeles trials 
dealer that purchases the bikes on 
special order in Japan. This arrange- 
ment produces a retail price of $3400. 
Obviously, that price would plummet 
if the bike ever were imported by 
American Honda. 

The RTLs, unlike TLs, are not 
built by Honda but, rather, by HRC 
(Honda Racing Corporation) — a 
separate non-profit- R&D .company

subsidized by the parent company 
and, toadegree, by American Honda. 
HRC develops and builds limited 
quantities of racing machinery such 
as road racers and flattrackers, which 
are then sold through national dis- 
tributors. 

The bike used for this test, the first 
to reach America, was purchased by 
Scott Annand, a SoCal Expert com- 
petitor. Annand previously owned a 
TLR200. 

The RTL250 was first seen last fall 
when Mazaya Yamamoto rode one in 
the final two world rounds. Unknown 
in world competition, he scored points 
in both events, including a sixth. This 
performance, plus the use of Pro-Link 
suspension, created immediate inter- 
est in the machine. 

Despite the smaller displacement, 
the RTL250S seems at least-as power- 
ful as the original 300cc short-stroke 
ridden by Whaley. Those bikes were 
ideally suited for slow riding over 


` loose SoCal terrain. Another version 


of the 300 — a stroker configuration — 
gained favor overseas. This was the 
unit preferred by Shepherd. The 360cc 
monster motor used by Lejeune was 
continually modified before finally 
being replaced this year with a light- 
er, narrower, shorter motor with a 
new gearbox. 

The RTL’s 249cc powerplant is 
close to square with a 70 x 64.9 bore 
and stroke (the TL200 measures 65.5 x 
57.8mm). Compression is 8.2:1, and 
the motor achieves peak torque at 
4000 rpm — peak horsepower at 6000 
rpm. One of the amazing aspects 
about the motor is its compactness 
and narrowness — the engine is 
roughly an inch narrower than the 
Yamaha TY350 powerplant. A 22mm 
carburetor is used. 


An external oil delivery system. 


using braided aircraft-type cable con- 
tributes to engine compactness. This 
system permits easy installation of an 
accessory oil cooler, a change favored 
by Lejeune for his big motor. Weight 
is trimmed by using sand cast magne- 





sium cases, aluminum motor mounts 
and silencer. 

The motor is an integral part of the 
diamond oval split frame. The alum- 
inum skid plate, which wraps up and 
around the contours of the motor, 
offers excellent protection. A stiff 
rubber cushion is positioned between 
the plate and the motor to dampen 
impact jolts to the cases. 

The frame boasts a seat height 
about an inch lower than the new 
Yamaha. The RTL is also the slim- 
mest trials bike yet produced. Even 
the fenders are slimmer than those 
found on the Yamaha which, in 
itself, is a triumph of lighter-lower- 
slimmer oriented. 

The vented tank cover/seat piece is 
secured by two screws and one rubber 
strap. Two slots are found over the 
carb, just in front of the seat. Both 
sides are also slotted. At first glance, 
the gas tank appears inadequate, even 
for a thirstless four-stroke. A closer 
inspection reveals the tank actually is 
contoured to fit down deeper into the 
frame structure than first noticed. 
Capacity is three liters (0.8 gallons). 
Most two-stroke tanks run one gallon 
or less. 

The wheelbase is close to 52 inches, 
but the steep front end geometry 
allows exceptionally tight turning 
capabilities. 

The steep front end and slim chas- 
sis make the RTL a delight for tight 
turns, but the rider must be alert. The 
Pro-Link suspension softened the 
harshest impacts. The application of 
single-shock technology to the slower 
speeds of trials produces exceptionally 
plush riding. Experimenting can no 
doubt fine tune the shock to produce 
the rebound effect preferred for 
bounding up and over taller, steeper 
steps. On lower steps and rock piles, . 
the rear wheel feels like it’s floating. 

The leading-axle forks are air- 
capped, but the Pro-Link rear sus- 
pension is the main attraction. A 
massive aluminum alloy swingarm 
is connected to a Showa shock which

is mounted slightly above horizontal 
and has a remote reservoir. In addi- 
tion to preload, damping may also 
be adjusted externally. Like Honda’s 
race bikes, the rear end sub frame may 
be removed (two fasteners on each 
side) for access to the shock. 

The RTL comes with tires recog- 
nized as the best available today — 
Michelin X-ls. The test bike had W 
(Winter) rubber which is stickier than 
the S (Summer) compound. These 
production tires are based on proto- 
types Michelin began developing in 
1981. A 1984 change in FIM regula- 
tions requiring production tires for 
world competition accelerated the 
arrival of the X-1s. The D.I.D. alloy 
rims feature straight-pull spokes. 

A Renthal aluminum handlebar 
comes stock and the pegs are beefy. 
The cable-operated rear brake is acti- 
vated by pressure on a fold-back pedal. 
The side stand is best described as 
fragile. 

After his first outing with the RTL, 
Annand’s only complaint was a 
slightly stiff front end, possibly attri- 
buted to the freshness of the bike. A 
switch to lighter fork oil improved 
front end response. 

The extreme slimness makes the 
bike easy to flick around, float, or 
rebalance with bar pressure. This 
recovery element allows the rider to 
go slower in tight portions of a sec- 
tion with increased confidence, reduc- 
ing the concern about tipping out of 
balance. The low seat is a bonus for 
paddling, allowing the rider to get 
more leg power to the ground while 
weighting the seat to hang onto or 
regain traction. 

Power reponse is classic four-stroke. 
Although the motor is slightly over- 


square, it sounds and performs more __ 
like a long-stroke. Turn the throttle 


on and you feel the bike accelerate 
forward — a controllable lunge with 
four-stroke traction — in contrast to 
a two-stroke’s slingshot burst. Back 
off, and engine braking slows the 
bike instantly. The engine braking 
makes the RTL a natural for picking 
a path through rock piles, especially 
on gradual or steeper climbs. And, 
when necessary, the bike can be 
clutched to apply slingshot sudden- 
ness. 

We asked Annand to evaluate his 
new mountafter its inaugural outing 
at the ATA St. Patrick’s Day Trial: 
“It steers really quick,” says Annand. 
“You can almost lean the bike and 
turn like a road racer. The clutch is a 
gift from heaven. It’s a little grabby, 
quick, but I like that. The rear brake 
pedal is easy to find. The brakes did 
squeak some after being in water, but 
they still worked fine. 

“That low seat height makes it so 


easy to dab..I found myself able to |

control falling better. There’s less 
feeling that the bike is going to do 
whatit wants when you get in trouble. 

“The lightness is great. I was doing 
air turns, nose wheelies, kick turns. 
You just throw it around, but it still 
feels stable in the sections. You can 
really feel the low center of gravity 
contributing to stability. That’s worth 
trading off a little ground clearance. 

“The shock works great. At first I 
thought it was stiff, but I played with 
the external damping adjustment. I 
didn’t bottom atall, even on the loop, 
so I can still go softer. 

“The motor just above idle runs so 
smooth it’s unbelievable. I brought it 
down into one section, stopped, then 
madea turn. A couple of guys thought 
I had restarted at the stop, that I had 
stalled. It’s that quiet. It’s so smooth 
on the bottom — you don’t get that 
boomp, boomp, boomp four-stroke 
feel. It has an occasional spit or 
cough down low, but it never stalled 
once during the trial. 

“I think that 250cc motor is more’ 
than sufficient. It makes the 200 seem 
and sound like a sewing machine. 
The 250 sounds much meaner, guts- 
ier. And the pulling is not all just at 
the bottom. I was pulling fourth on 
the hand-cut climb that the two- 
strokes take in third. I could back off 
and roll back in fourth. I’m impressed. 
The performance, the sound. It’s like 
having a small block Chevy in your 
motorcycle.” 

Annand’s comparison of his new 
Honda to the Yamaha 350: “I like the 
Yamaha front end better. It feels light- 
er. I think the rear suspension is 
comparable, but I'd rather have the 
Honda because it’s externally adjust- 
able. I like getting the X-1 tires stock 
on the Honda. The Yamaha is more 
comfortable to sit on — the Honda, 
forget it. I prefer the four-stroke re-

sponse for climbing — I feel surer of 
what’s going to happen in response 
to throttle input.” 

Allowing for the exuberance of a 
new model owner, we'd have to go 
along with the thrust Scott’s observa- 
tion. The RTL250S is a marvelous 
bike — lower, lighter, and slimmer 
than anything else available. Its motor 
is powerful, but stops short of break- 
ing the rear wheel loose or becoming 
a brute to handle. The RTL rider can 
choose between simply working the 
throttle on and off through a section 
or using the new stop-and-clutch 
techqnique. 

Is the RTL worth the extra $900 or 
so it costs, compared to the Yamaha 
and Beta monoshocks? It all depends. 
Not so much on the wallet, more on

the heart. Committed thumper en- 
thusiasts could be willing to pay the 
difference for the finest production 
four-stroke ever built. If sound han- 
dling and thumping sounds are key 
purchase elements, then the RTL250S 
can definitely be called a sound invest- 
ment. e 
What if American Honda decides 
to end their trials moratorium and 
import the bikes at a competitive 
price? It’s our guess that the white 
bikes and the red bikes would soon 
be, to mix metaphors, elbowing for 
position with the red, white, and blue 
thumpers. A lot of enthusiasts in the 
’70s decided they'd like to have a fac- 
tory four-stroke. Finally given that 
opportunity, their response just might 
be surprising. e

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ABC’s 20/20 
misses the truth 


By John Ulrich 


The April 25 ABC broadcast of 20/20 blasted 
ATVs as being inherently dangerous and 
advocated their immediate recall. The show 
portrayed ATVs as being maimers and killers 


of American youth on a scale 
that demands drastic steps at 
once. 

Looking beyond the horror 
stories and scare tactics, what do we 
see? We see a problem taken out of 
context and misrepresented by televi- 
sion commentators who lack know- 
ledge of and research into the ATV 
situation. If they had taken the time 
and effort to go beyond .the super- 
ficial claims of U.S. Consumer Pro- 
duct Safety Commission member 
Stuart “Ban ‘em” Statler, they would 
have know that: 

—CPSC ATV Task Force Chair- 
man Nick Marchica says that the 
agency does not have enough facts 
gathered on a statistically-valid basis 
to reach conclusions regarding ATV 
accident causes, and that the crash 
investigations gathered by the agency 
to date constitute a happenstance 
mass of information not applicable 
to far-reaching conclusions. 

—Independent specialists in sta- 
bility and engineering studies 
approached by the CPSC have cau- 
tioned the agency to find out more 
about the dynamics of ATVs before 
jumping to conclusions. 

—Accidents credited to ATVs often 
are no fault of the vehicles; when 
Cycle News recently looked at a study 
of ATV accident investigations funded 
by the CPSC, we found included in 
the CPSC statistics accidents involv- 
ing a dune buggy, a tracked (like a 
tank) ATV, a garage fire started by 
a leaking motorcycle, a woman who 
rode off a 20-foot cliff, several in 
which the “victim” stated it was his 
own fault, several involving riding 
double, and a case where three teen- 
agers — one onan ATV, twoona dirt 
bike — were killed when their vehi- 
cles, which didn’t have working head- 
lights, collided head-on on a road at 
night. CPSC Engineer Roy Deppa 
has admitted that the information 
gathered to date includes many inci- 
dents not related to the design or con- 
figuration or handling of the machine 
itself. 

The ABC20/20 report was, accord- 
ing to 20/20’s Tom Jarrel, moti- 
vated because John Spain Sr., News 
Director of WBRZ-TV in Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, was outraged when his 
young son, John Jr., was seriously 
injured in an ATV crash. The cir- 
cumstances of the crash? John Jr. was 
riding without adult supervision, on 
a road, carrying a gasoline can, and 
ran into a hole in the road. In the 
words of 20/20’s annnouncer, the boy 
“... was rushing on his ATV to 
deliver an empty gasoline can to his 
grandmother.” 

John Spain Sr.’s reaction? Accord- 
ing to 20/20, he “. . . was outraged 
over the serious injury his son had 





The kid's arm was ripped off in the 
crash, as 20/20 explained in detail; it 
was later reattached but doesn’t func- 
tion correctly. But did the gas can rip 
the kid’s arm off? Did the ATV? Did 
the hole in the road? Nobody knows. 
Would the kid have been injured if he 
wasn’t carrying a gas can? Should gas 
cans be outlawed because the kid was 
hurt? 

What we have here is a parent — 
who unfortunately has access to net- 
work TV — who was grossly negli- 
gent in his parental responsibilities, 
and who is blaming the accident on 
the vehicle involved instead of accept- 
ing his own responsibility. 

Beyond that, what machine is 
harmless? A bicycle? Now there’s a 
killer and maimer 20/20 should really 
look into. The CPSC estimates that 
500,000 people require hospital emer- 
gency room treatment due to bicycle 
crashes every year, and 300,000 of 
those every year are kids under age 14. 
In 1983, 105 people died riding bicy- 
cles; all were under age 14, according 
to CPSC figures (see chart on this 
page.) 

The CPSC doesn’t have statistics 
on bicycle crashes and injuries for 
every year, but I obtained computer 
printouts of crash details and injury 
analysis for the years 1973, 1974, 
1975, 1983 and 1984. Want crash 
injuries that make young John Spain 
Jr. look fortunate? Want carnage? 
Contact the CPSC and get your own 
set of those printouts, under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

My own son crashed his bicycle 
into a car several years ago, was in 
intensive care for two weeks, hospi- 
talized several more weeks, lost half 
his pancreas, and now carries a huge, 
mountain-shaped scar on his stom- 
ach. Was it the fault of the bicycle? 
No. Does he still have a bicycle? Yes. 

Why hasn’t the CPSC banned or 
recalled bicycles? Because it found 
that most crashes really are the rider’s 
fault. Which, once the government 
does some serious research instead of 
relying upon hysteria, will likely prove 
to be exactly the case with ATVs. 

The bottom line here is that I ride 
and enjoy ATVs and so do my kids, 
under my supervision, and I resent 
greatly that a negligent parent, John 
Spain Sr., has blamed his son’s crash 
on ATVs and in doing so has added 
momentum to the unfounded, ill- 
advised call by CPSC Commissioner 
Stuart “Ban ’em” Statler to ban and 
recall ATVs. 

ABC, and especially Tom Jarrel 
and Barbara Walters, should hang 
their heads in journalistic shame for 
having broadcast such a poorly- 
researched, vindictive television show. 

ATVs, like bicycles, are as safe as 
their riders. The answer is education, 
not erradication. 





ATV safety, in addition to the objec- 
tions raised in the above editorial: 
—When citing bits and pieces of 
engineering reports obtained under 
the Freedom of Information Act, 
20/20 ignored other statements in 
CPSC reports that perceived stability 
problems may be the ATV’s inherent 
maneuverability and that many per- 
ceived handling problems are actually 
caused by rider mis-use or inappro- 
riate input to the ATV controls. 
—20/20 presented injury, death and 


lawsuit information out of context, ` 


failing to indicate how ATVs stack 
up to other sports and other vehicles, 
or mentioning how many such law- 
suits have failed to pin accident blame 
on the vehicle. 

—While claiming to have ridden 
the machines, commentator Tom 
Jarrel failed to report whether or not 
he had any fun, or whether or not 
anybody he saw and talked to had any: 
fun. He also failed to point out that 
hundreds of thousands of people who 
have a good time, safely, with ATVs. 

—In presenting film of injured 
riders such as brain-injured Dunnette 
Moon, 20/20 neglected to state 
whether or not she was wearing any 
protective equipment, and neglected 
the role non-use of helmets plays in 
such injuries. 

—While quoting doctors and re- 
searchers on types of injuries, no 
information is presented — the com- 
mentator doesn’t ask — about the 
causes of accidents or what the injured 
riders were doing with the machines. 

—lIn playing up government death 
figures and local deaths in Louisi- 
ana, the commentators fail to present 
the information in the context of 
other area deaths related to sporting 
activities such as boating, hunting, 
fishing, water-skiing, etc. The com- 
mentator mentions that victims in- 
cluded a six-month-old baby and 78- 
year-old person, and fails toask what 
a baby or an old person were doing 
riding an ATV. 

—In citing the death of an unsu- 
pervised seven-year-old, who bor- 
rowed a friend’s machine, the com- 
mentators failed to address the basic 
problem of no parental supervision 
or instruction; if the kid had been 
killed playing with a friend’s gun or 
riding his friend’s bicycle or horse, 
would ABC advocate banning guns, 
bicycles or horses? 

—20/20 failed to qualify Dr. Robert 


_Wright’s credentials or expertise in 


vehicle stability and experience re- 
garding off-road vehicles in general 
and the dynamics of ATVs in partic- 
ular. 

—20/20 quotes Wright as saying 
that “the same problems were found 
and fixed in early models of farm trac- 
tors and riding mọwers.” Wright 
overlooks the facts that tractors and 
mowers are not sport vehicles, and, 
according to CPSC figures, 100 peo- 
ple still die each year in accidents 
related to riding mowers. If the “prob- 
lems were found and fixed,” why do 
more people die in riding mower 
accidents each year than in ATV- 
related accidents? 

—20/20 completely ignores paren- 
tal and user responsibility to read and 
heed warning labels and notices re- 
garding possible mis-use of ATVs, 
and to explain such warnings and 
basic riding techniques to children. 











—20/20 advocates recall of ATVs 
and cites there being 1.8 million 
ATVs in use, comparing the situa- 
tion to the recall of 1.8 million Pintos 
to rectify a problem with gas tanks 
that exploded when the cars were hit 
from behind. 20/20 ignores the fact 
that the Pinto was a single model of 
vehicle, with an identified problem 
and an identified fix. The 1.8 million 
ATVs in use today are of a staggering 
number of different models varying 
in physical size, engine size, wheel- 
base, track, drive systems, wheel sizes, 
seat height, center of gravity, etc. And 
unlike the Pinto case, there is no 
clear-cut, identified engineering 
problem with ATVs in general; CPSC 
ATV Task Force staffers have con- 
firmed that fact in meetings with 
manufacturers. 20/20 also refuses to 
recognize that such features as longer- 
suspension travel found on some 
sporting ATVs prevent crashes in 
rough terrain, and that modifying 
such a vehicle to reduce the ability of 
an untrained rider to roll over while 
attempting a sharp turn at speed will 
also increase the chances of a crash 
over rough terrain in a straight line. 

—20/20 quotes Commissioner Stu- 
art “Ban ’em” Statler as referring to 
ATV manufacturers as “. . . basically 
four foreign manufacturers...” 
without noting that Kawasaki ATVs 
are produced in Lincoln, Nebraska. 

—20/20 fails to recognize that the 
reason ATVsare so popular is because 
people want to buy them and ride 
them; people have ATVs because 
they want them. 


Text of 20/20 ATV attack 


Note: This isa transcript of the ABC 20/20 broadcast 
on Thursday night, April 25, 1985. 

(Announcer) “What you're about to learn could 
save someone's lif s about motorized All Terrain 
Vehicles — that's ATVs, or ATCs, All Terrain Cycles. 
Chances are you know someone who has one. They've 
been around a while, but the popularity has soared 
now, over the last three years, and they're now the ‘in 
thing’ for many kids. But there is increasing evidence 
that ATVs may have design characteristics contribut- 
ing to thousands of serious accidents, and over 100 
fatal accidents, If you, or a family you know has an 
ATV or an ATC, I urge you to pay close attention to 
Tom Jarrel’s report." 

(Voice) “The Payne farm, in northern Louisiana, 
is ideallic. Fifty acres of beautiful fields for horses and 
children to explore. Bill Payne got a horse for every 
grandchild, including John, and Warren, and young 
Billy. Grandpa Payne wanted even more to amuse the 
youngsters; he was inspired by a commercial like 
this: 

(Cuttocommercial) “Honda invented three-wheel- 
ers so families could have more fun together. In 
the’. 2." 

(Cut to Bill Payne) “I could see on those commer- 
cials that all of the families getting together riding 
the trails, and I said ‘Man, that would be justso much 
fun for these children.’" x 

(Announcer) “Bill Payne's barn is cluttered with 
three-wheelers, but the roar of their engines was 
silenced last July, when the machines they bought for 
fun for the kids, nearly killed young John Spain Jr., 
who was on a vacation visit. It happened on the road 
leading to the farm house, when John was rushing on 
his ATV to deliver an empty gasoline can to his 
grandmother,” 

(John Jr.) “I was riding down this road, here, and 
went through the hole and it flipped . . .” 

(Announcer) ‘The machine flipped over so fast, 
John still doesn't know what happened.” 

(Bill Payne) “Well, I heard a scream from down at 
that road, and it was my wife, and’. . .” 

(Announcer) “Grandpa came to the rescue in his 
pickup.” 

(Bill Payne) “Of course the blood was shooting out 
of the arteries:in his arm, and his little arm was laying 
on the side, and she grabbed the arm that was laying 
there, and with one hand and him, and put her 
thumb under that artery under his arm to stop the 
flow of the blood.” 

(Announcer) ‘The boy's arm, dangling by a sliver 
of flesh, was miraculously re-attached. And through 
extensive therapy, John may one day regain some use 
of it. His father, John Spain Sr., the News Director of 
our affiliate WBRZ in Baton Rouge, was outraged 
over the serious injury his son had suffered, over what 
he thought was a harmless machine. He began inves- 
tigating ATV-related injuries in local hospitals, 
Also, through the Freedom of Information Act, the 
news director obtained some confidential govern-

(John Spain, Sr.) “Well, I was outraged, because 
what I found was that pages and pages of separate 
incidences where people were maimed and hurt; quo- 
tations in there that basically said that someone of 
John's age does not have the maturity or coordina- 
tion skills to deal with this type vehicle.” 

(Announcer) “Spain felt he was sitting on a story 
bigger than his family accident, or the alarming 
number of injuries he found in Louisiana emergency 
rooms. He contacted 20/20, and we began to investi- 
gate. We talked to one member of the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission: Stuart Statler." 

(Stuart Statler) “From what I've seen in my five 
yéars as commissioner here, this in one of the most 
serious emerging safety concerns ever to hit the Amer- 
ican public.” 

(Announcer) “20/20 found well over 100 lawsuits 
charging the machines themselves are to blame for 
injuries and deaths. Even so, there is a national craze 
for the motorized three-wheelers, manufactured by 
the four motorcycling giants: Honda, Yamaha, Kawa- 
saki and Suzuki. 

“There are 1,8 million of them in the U.S., and 
today’s sales are climbing. They cost anywhere from 
$700 to $2300. Because they're designed for off-road 
use only, they're not automatically covered by any 
safety regulations, Their big, soft, balloon tires have 
made them especially popular in the sand belt, like 
the deserts of California. The snow belt, like the icy 
trails of Alaska, and the mud belt, like the swamps of 
Louisiana, where we went ridin’ and slidin’. 

“They're not just for fun. Manufacturers sell them 
for industrial purposes, like working around oil rigs, 
or for farm use. And they've been tested for conserva- 
tion use by several states. There's even prize money to 
be made from them; there's a professional ATV rac- 
ing circuit. The riders are mostly strong, athletic, 
young people, whoare protected by padded clothing, 
and have developed a high degree of skill with the 
ATVs. But even they have occasional mishaps. 

“The craze doesn't stop at the race course. ATVs 
have become the focus of ‘weekend happenings.’ 
Hundreds of enthusiasts gather at remote locations, 
prepared to camp out for weekend parties, centered 
around their kids, and ATVs. They're a family affair. 
We found Dad serving as the pit crew for eight-year- 
old Raymond,” 

(Raymond) “I've done it, for . . . three years,” 

(Announcer) “He’s:one of scores of youngsters out 
on this day, pressing their skills to the limit. The 
challenge is to run the machines as hard, and as fast, 
and as close to tipping over as possible. Raymond's so 
small that he can't fuel or start his machine without 
help. Once it's fueled and fired off, he returns to the 
mayhem.” 

(Screen shows Raymond crashing with another 
ATV.) 

(Announcer) “The impact flipped over the little 
girl’s three-wheeler, and shook Raymond up. But an 
adult quickly dusted them off and encouraged them 
to hop back on and roar off again. These kids are 
okay, but not everyone is so fortunate, 

“At the Yuma Regional Medical Center Emer- 
gency Room, they see as many as 50 ATV accident 
victims on a holiday weekend. Dr. Michael Riser, 
who works in the Yuma emergency room, got on a 
three-wheeler to describe one of the most serious 

, types of injuries.” 

(Dr. Riser) “The ATC came off the ground, they 
were now off the seat, and when the ATC landed they 
came down hard on the seat, weighting their spine to 
the point where the bones of the spine collapsed.” 

(Announcer) “In Minnesota, Dunnette Moon, age 
14, was barely left alive with severe brain injuries 
from her ATV accident. In Louisiana, Lanni Scroggs 
at age 24 is a quadriplegic from his ATV accident.” 

(Lanni Scroggs) “I'll probably never walk again, 
and have limited use of my arms and hands." 

(Announcer) “At Louisiana State University Med- 
ical Center, a team of doctors has just completed a 
study of three-wheeler accidents that happened within 
a 60-mile radius of Shreveport, Louisiana. Their 
findings; broken bones are the most common injury,” 

(Dr. Melanie Sanders) ‘They're split fairly evenly 
as far as spinal cord injuries, or spine injuries, injur- 
ies to the legs and arms, but also there’s a big group of 
lacerations and fractures and contusions to all types 
of areas of the body." 

(Announcer) “Nationally it's. been conservatively 
estimated there have been 100,000 injuries sustained 
on ATVs in the last three years, and the injured are 
among the lucky ones. There are no precise figures on 
the number of deaths from ATV accidents; govern- 
ment figures suggest that at least 125 people have died 
over the past three years, But it's believed that those 
figures are low. For example, in just three Louisiana 
hospitals that we checked into, there were six fatali- 
ties — and not all of those were listed in the govern- 
mënt records. The victims ranged in age from six 
months to 78 years old; some were experienced riders, 
others were on their first ride. 

“One seven-year-old child whose mom wouldn't 
let him have an ATV, hopped on one parked at a 
friend's house. Rick Antley rode off on the three- 
wheeler.” 

(Jeri Norman — Rick Antley's mother) “It some- 
how fell on him, and compressed all the air outof his 
chest. They said that that was it." 

(Announcer) “He was dead. At age seven, Ricky 
might well have thought of the three-wheeler as 
nothing more than a motorized tricycle. But it's fun- 
damentally different from the standpoint of safety. 
Dr. Robert Wright, a technical expert on stability, 
has studied ATVs for accident victims. He says they 
have a dangerously-high center of gravity." 

(Dr. Wright) “Your center of gravity is about in 
here, the center of gravity is down here, so the two of 
you ride about here; which means your center of 
gravity is very high and very far rearwards. So this 
means that if you're driving along on any kind of 
surface, you accelerate suddenly or hit a bump, you're 
going to go on over backwards. And since you're 
holding on to the handlebar, as you'start to go back 
you even make it worse, because you're going to pull 
it on back.” 

(Announcer) * Wright says the same problems 
were found and fixed in early models of farm tractors 
and riding mowers. The ATV manufacturers say that 
what may look like instability is actually what makes 
these. three-wheelers able to take on the rugged 
terrain. 

(Kurt Antonius — Honda Spokesman) "We believe 
they're very stable. We believe the rider essentially 
influences the stability of the vehicle. It's very similar 
to off-road motorcycles, bicycles, skateboards; it 
doesn’t take long to easily learn the fundamental 
skills of handling an ATC and ride it very safely.” 


_ (Announcer) ""Themanufacturers argue that riders | 











that fail to wear protective gear, and who drink alco- 
hol and then ride, are largely responsible for three- 
wheeler accidents. 

“But engineering studies, like this one introduced 
into court case, point to basic stability problems. We 
confronted Honda with some of the evidence, For 
example, even on a modest incline, it doesn't take 
much to flip a machine.” 

(Voice) “If you're using this on all terrain, espe- 
cially if you're using it on hills to climb and turn, 
doesn't that seem exceedingly unstable?” 

(Antonius) “I don’t think they tip over readily on 
inclines; again it depends on the skill of the rider.” 

(Announcer) “Honda says that stability when 
parked is irrelevent, because these are user-active 
machines, and the manual tells the novice how to 
negotiate tricky situations. But one-third of the acci- 
dents happen to children, And look at the instruc- 
tions to get a stalled machine going again, on a hill 
(camera zooms on long paragraph of instructions),”” 

(Announcer) “Can a youngster comprehend some- 
thing like this, in terms of even reading it, and 
secondly, in a crisis kind of situation, can they. 
remember, with that type of instructions, what to do 
if on a hill and the machine has stalled and is threat- 
ening to roll back on them?" 

(Antonius) “That's part of the education process, 
People ride these in very hilly areas, this brochure is 
designed primarily for parents; and for teen-agers. It 
may be very difficult to understand for an eight or 
nine-year-old, but the eight or nine-year-old should 
be receiving instructions from his parents, friends 
and neighbors." : 

(Announcer) "Dr. Wright points out another type 
of ATV problem. Their safety labeling and warning 
system, he says, is deficient, Take the seat, which can 
easily accommodate two, even though this is sup- 
posed to be a one-person-vehicle. 

“The warhing message is about the size of a pos- 
tage stamp, at the back of the seat, which is easily and 
frequently covered by some type of rack or luggage 
carrier. Now that doesn't sound likea warning that is 
put there for possible misuse.” 

(Antonius) “We put that label in many, many 
places in the owner's manual, we also put in on the 
vehicle, it may not be as large as we like, and I think 
that's the kind of thing we're working on with the 
CPSC. That if it will help reduce accidents, My Lord! 
We'll make the label bigger!” 

(Announcer) “Despite the charges of engineering 
and design flaws, the ATV industry is counting on 
safety films ana education programs to reduce the 
spiraling numbers of injuries and deaths. They've 
started a nationwide ATV driver's ed program. I 
suited up and took the safety course. However, there 
are only a handful of riders across the country that 
have such training available now, and it’s entirely 
voluntary,” 

(Terrence Scanlon — CPSC) ‘We've told the 
industry to get busy immediately and to do some 
voluntary standards of their own; we'll be monitor- 
ing those and see what progress is made." 

(Announcer) “Federal regulations or a recall of 
three-wheelers remains a possibility. Another agency, 
the National Highway Traffic Safety. Administra- 
tion, has recalled cars, even when there were fewer 
deaths and injuries. When the 1.8 million Pintos 
were recalled because of gas leaks and fire, there had 
been 38 documented accidents and 27 deaths. The 
same number of ATVs (1.8 million) are in use, but 
there have been 100,000 accidents and at least 125 
deaths," 

(Stuart Statler) “The real question is why don't 
these manufacturers, basically four foreign manufac- 
turers, recognize the seriousness of this problem and 
cease production immediately, and possibly recall 
every one of those 1.8 million that are out on the 
market.”

(Barbara Walters) “All right Tom, why don't they 
recall them?” 

(Tom) “They're profitable, they're popular; they're 
the hottest item going in recreational vehicles; the 
supply cannot meet the demand.” 

(Barbara Walters) ‘Is the government going to do 
anything? Or does this just go on?” 

(Tom) “They've got like a half-million dollars set 
aside to study this problem, which probably would 
take about a year. In that year’s time you're going to 
have roughly a half-million more ATVs out on the 
roads and back trails.” 

(Barbara Walters) “They're that popular?" 

(Tom) “They certainly are.” 

(Barbara Walters) “Unless, maybe, this program 
can make a difference.” 

(Tom) “Well the CPSC has the power to act on an 
emergency basis and move immediately on some- 
thing, but it’s up to them.” 

(Barbara Walters) “Let's hope they do. It's a matter 
of life and death, isn’t it?” 

(Tom) "For some people, certainly."

Dear ABC 20/20 


We viewed your segment of ATV/ 
ATC safety April 25 and it left us a 
little concerned. Not of the safety of 
the ATV, but of the one-sided way the 
report was presented. My wife and I 
have a seven-year-old boy who has 
been racing three-wheelers for about 
a year in both stock and modified 
classes. We as a family agree ATVs 
can be one of the most dangerous 
forms of recreation offered unless you 
are properly trained for them. 

We would like to offer the viewers 
the other side of the story, which you 
didn’t present. We would like for you 
to bring a crew to Tampa to film a 


_ night of three-wheel racing with 2% 








_to 10-year-olds riding and control- 


ling these so-called death machines 
in a safe, sane manner. These kids 
have been taught the meaning of 
safety and show it from their safety 
equipment to their riding skills. You 
won't see them blast off from a stand- 
ing start on an open desert into an- 
other rider; you won't see them rac- 
ing down a driveway carrying a gas 
can in one hand; you won't see them 
drinking or riding without safety 
equipment; or riding a bike too large 
for them. Your report was geared 
only to the bad side:of the sport. 

The major problem with the ATV 
is not the machine but the people 
using them. Does the government 
think motorcycles are any safer? 
Would a motorcycle stand on that 
slanted hill by itself? Would a bicy- 
cle? Some vehicles are meant to be 
used and balanced by the rider. 

Accept our challenge! Give -the 
people a chance to make their own 
judgment on the whole story. In clos- 
ing, one last thought, production 
three-wheelers start at 59cc (made by 
Yamaha), equipped with safety 
switches and adjustable throttle stops 
for the protection of the young, inex- 
perienced rider. In every portion of 
your show which involved the young 
rider, they were all riding a 110cc or 
larger bike. Parents should remember, 
bigger is not better. 

Now who needs to be recalled, the 
ATV or the parents?

Letter to Barbara Walters 


As we watched your program about 
the popular three-wheeled vehicles 
known as ATVs, we couldn't help 
but be saddened by the missed oppor- 
tunity to educate the public. 

It seemed:you only used the ele- 
ment of your presentation that edu- 
cated people about the fact that three- 
wheeled vehicles present a unique 
riding challenge due to their inher- 
ent handling characteristics, as a thin 
veil covering your real purpose of 
outlawing these vehicles. Your piece 
wasa blatant attack on the element of 
the motorsport community that en- 
joys this particular vehicle challenge. 

To illustrate, we point out that you 
continually emphasized that ATVs 
are not stable.

I represent the ATV users in Cali- 
fornia, and was very upset with the 
one-sided view in which the ATVs 
were covered. 

I have been involved with the edu- 
cation of ATV riders for five years 
with the Sant Barbara ATV Club and 
Pismo State Beach Dune Patrol, the 
Specialty Vehicle Institute of Amer- 
ica, the America All Terrain Vehicle 
Assn., California Off Road Vehicle 
Assn. 20/20 has been in contact with 
Mike Bishop, founder of the Dune 
Patrol and they did have knowledge 
of the ATV Riding Workshops that 
we were doign during the production 
of the broadcast. You were not inter- 
ested in any positive information! 

Not to go into any information 
about education that is available is a 
great disservice to the viewing pub- 
lic. There was an excellent chance to 
give information, that would help 
people when Paul Golde of the SVIA 
was interviewed. The program was 
so pathetically overlooked that the 
general public did not even hear the 
name or how to find the assistance if 
they wanted to learn better riding 
techniques. 

On the contents of the program: 
The first injury was a child rushing 
with a gas can when he hit a bump. 
The grandparent is responsible for 
allowing that behavior along with 
the child for his own actions. The 
vehicle was not designed to be ridden 
one-handed at a fast rate of speed! 

The accident involving the two 
children at Buttercup was more than 
likely your fault along with the par- 
ents and children. If the camera was 
not there the people would have had 
their minds on what they were doing 
instead of being on film. The vehicle 
was only there for the ride. 

A fatality of a six-month-old infant. 
The parents must be totally respon- 
sible for their child’s welfare. It is 
unfortunate but true. 

The accident that the doctor des- 
cribed was not a typical injury. More 
credible injuries would be broken 
collarbones, arms and others that 
heal quickly. 

The instability test. An educated 
rider knows the workings of their 
own vehicle and the balance point. 
The engineering study was incom- 
plete, a rider was needed. The angle 
was too slight for the vehicle to over- 
turn on its own. The vehicle was 
staged for special effects, how true is 
that for reporting? Look at motor- 
cycles! 

Body movement is important to 
effectively maneuver an ATV, and 
that is why a large seat is needed, not 
to ride double. 

Indeed, if you were really concer- 
ned with the accidents and mishaps 
of ATVs, you would have done a bet- 
ter job of representing the majority of 
ATV users! 

Lastly, Barbara Walters’ closing 
statement was totally uncalled for, 


with obviously no real study involved. +

For at least the last eight years my 
family and friends have been enjoy- 
ing our ATCs as often as possible. 
We've used them to see and learn and 
appreciate much of the geography, 
geology, archeology, and nature’ of 
Utahand Wyoming. We've used them 
to teach our children (and learn our- 
selves) basic safety rules and caution, 
to assume different responsibilities, 
to follow directions; the importance 
of maintenance, the importance of 
safety equipment. We've learned re- 
spect for the rights of others and the 
necessity for active supervision of 
children and the inexperienced. We've 
each learned to recognize personal 
limitations and not to be ashamed of 
them in ourselves, not to ridicule 
them in others. I've watched with 
pride as my children gained self- 
confidence, their actions and reac- 
tions growing to make them’ self- 
reliant on their machines. I’vé watch- 
ed them teach others many of the 
important basics of riding and then 
I’ve backed them up by making sure 
that all safety rules are understood 
before the machines are started. 

There are those people who don’t 
adhere to the safety rules. Some drink 
or use drugs. Some don’t wear helmets 
or protective clothing. Some don’t 
take precautions when close to others. 
Some don’t actively supervise those

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who need it or they don’t supervise 
until it’s obviously not needed. Some 
ride double when they should not.

We don’t have 
to be afraid of stepping out our door 
and trying anything that is fun, excit-

Letter to ABC 


As Chairman of the Off Highway 
Motor Vehicle Recreation Commis- 
sion for the State of California, I was 
more than curious when I heard you 
were going to do.a story on ATV 
Safety issues. I contacted the pro- 
ducer of the segment, Bill Leichten- 
stien, and offered the use of our State 
Offroad Vehicle Recreation Area at 
Pismo Beach. I had heard the film 
crew was there at the facility, but no 
attempt was made to contact either 
me or the park rangers. We would 
have given you some hard facts and 
Statistics to work with. 

We had a real safety problem in 
1982, with the influx of the ATV 
explosion, people would unload their 
machines and take off into the sand 
dunes with no knowledge of the ter- 
rain, no safety gear and usually alco- 
hol influenced. We formed a group of 
concerned riders, patterned after the 
ski patrols seen in many mountain 
areas. The Pismo State Beach ATV 
Dune Patrol has been working hard 
for over three years to educate people 
as to the dangers of offroad use. 

We started out printing up han- 
douts to give people to help them 
have an enjoyable, safe visit. As the 
need arose, we structured ATV Rid- 
ing Skills Workshops, to teach the 
new riders the proper, safe way to use 
this form of recreation. All of our 
riders are volunteers, completely in 
this because of genuine dedication to 
their fellow man. 

Therefore, after viewing the ATV 
segment of your April 25th show, the 
members of the Patrol felt insulted 
that your only solution was Recall! 
Recall! Recall! 

I think the report was very well pro- 
duced; the content, however, was 
poorly researched. The public aware- 
ness you provided was beneficial, in 
the fact that more people will think 
twice about riding without a helmet 
and treating these machines like a 
toy. 

The terrific letdown to your view- 
ing public, after you have made them 
aware, is you only showed 12 seconds 
of the SVIA Safety School, and didn’t 
tell how or who to contact regarding 
enrollment in these excellent classes. 

To futher analyze the program I 
have made these points in chronolog- 
ical order: 

1. The section- that ‘showed the 
Spain boy, was pure sensationalism. 
He admitted he was “rushing” witha 
empty gas can down the road when 
the three wheeler just flipped over. 
Had he been going a prudent speed 
and had both hands on the controls 
the accident wouldn’t have happened. 
If the three wheelers are so danger- 
ous, why does grandpa still have a 
barn “cluttered” with them? 

2. The piece where the little boy 
runs into the little girl was a classic 
example of poor parental supervi- 
sion. How lucky you were to get that 
shot, and how lucky the kids were to 
escape unhurt. I believe thatit prob- 
ably wouldn't have happened had 
the film crew not distracted him. You 
state he is on a “big” bike, but it is 
one of the smallest made. He obvious- 
ly knows how to ride, it is not easy to 
ride up on two wheels like you show 
him doing. The main reason the kids 
were okay is the presence of safety 
equipment. Before there were three 
wheelers, kids were running into each 
other with bicycles, mini bikes, skate- 
boards, rollerskates, ad infinitum. 





3. The part where “Dr.” Rieser 
demonstrates the “common” spine 
injury cause is straight out of the 
Twilight Zone. We have over 660 
accident reports from our State- 
Operated Vehicle Recreation Areas 
and not one happened the way, this 
doctor demonstrated. You would have 
to drop off a large cliff and land 
wrong to compress a vertebra, not 
merely lifting a tire and setting down 
on the seat! 

4. You cite the figure 100,000 acci- 
dents as an estimate. Did you know 
that the “estimate” was arrived at by 
research of less than 100 actual acci- 
dents. including. someone cleaning 
out his garage and falling over a 
parked ATV? 

5. You stated the dead range from six 
months to 78 years of age. I’m sure 
the baby was not riding the bike 
alone and therefore a violation of the 
owner’s manual rulés, Operator Only, 
No Passengers. 

6. The case of Ricky Antle was very 
sketchy, to say the least. His mother 
said the three wheeler “somehow” 
landed on top of him, compressing 
the air out of his chest. He was for- 
bidden to ride one, so who instructed 
the boy how to ride? If any of you just 
jumped’on any strange vehicle, how 
proficient would you be? 

7. The stability test had some valid- 
ity, but here again if you know where 
to place your weight, you can prevent 
it from flipping over by moving your 
weight forward. 

8. The side-hill rollover was one of 
the most controversial of all your 
demonstrations. My staff reviewed 
the tape in slow motion and deter- 
mined the machine started to roll 
after it attained an angle of 39°. If you 
put a rider on the bike you would be 
albe to attain at least 55-60° angle 
before rolling and if he is moving you 
can use centrifugal force to stick toa 
hill of almost 80°. It happens all the 
time in the sand dunes. j 

9. The part about the large seat 
inviting people to ride.double is true, 
but if the seat were smaller, how 
could the rider shift his weight 
around? Weight transfer is essential 
for control. 4 

10. The miniscule time that you 
gave the Driver’s Ed section was the 
absolute worst thing you could have 
done. You let people know there isa 
problem and then do nothing to let 
them know how to rectify it other 
than recall, recall, recall. 

11. The analogy of the Pinto's gas 
tank and the ATV safety issue is 
preposterous! It doesn’t take into 
consideration the severity of the acci- 
dent. You state that there was almost 
one death per accident with the Pinto 
and only 125 deaths per 100,000 acci- 
dents with ATVs. I don’t get the con- 
nection, other than to show spectacu+ 
lar footage of cars exploding, and the 
A Team does it better, anyway. 

12. The frosting on the cake was 
Barbara Walters’ impassioned plea 
for forcing a recall. How can she 
make’ such an important judgement 
without receiving all the information 
available? 

Fthink what you owe your viewing 
public is a rebuttal to show what is 
being done throughout the United 
States. I would be honored to help 
you to achieve this proper recogni- 
tion of the thousands of people, both 
government and private sector, who 
are trying to provide the American 
public with a safe, enjoyable family 
type of recreation.

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Getting the lead out: Part 2 


The demise of 
leaded gasoline 
and the aleohol 


threat

By January 1, 1986, the maximum lead con- 


_tent of gasoline will be 0.1 grams-per-gallon 


(gpg) — about !/10 what it is today — and 
there’s a good chance that by 1988 the use of 


lead as a gasoline additive will 
be completely outlawed. 

The obvious question is . . . 
why? At the 0.1 gpg level, the 
amount of atmospheric pollution 
caused by leaded gasoline will be 
miniscule; in fact, the amount of lead 
pumped into the atmosphere will 
have been reduced no less than 99% 





from the peak. usage year of 1970. 
Since new motor vehicles — motor- 
cycles and cars — are now designed to 
run exclusively on unleaded fuel, 
why is the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) concerned about the 
small percentage of vehicles that re- 
quire leaded fuel? 

The answer is called ‘‘misfueling;” 
a term the EPA has coined for those 








motorists who use leaded gasoline in 
vehicles designed for unleaded fuel. 

Currently, leaded regular-grade 
gasoline is anywhere between five 
and 20 cents cheaper per gallon than 
unleaded regular-grade gasoline. 
Worse, the more expensive unleaded 
fuel has a lower octane rating than 
leaded gas, and consumers associate 
higher octane numbers with higher 
quality fuels. Add to this the wide- 
spread notion that leaded gasoline is 
somehow better for your car or motor- 
cycle, and the predictable result is 
that legions of consumers began fill- 
ing their unleaded-dedicated vehicles 
with leaded gasoline. 

When misfueling, the victim is the 
vehicle's catalytic convertor. Lead de- 
posits can quickly coat the exhaust 
system, which in turn, coats the deli- 
cate platinum catalyst element within 
the convertor. Thus coated, the cata- 
lyst stops scrubbing the exhaust emis- 
sions, and the building blocks of air 
pollution are free to waft from the 
tailpipe. 

Understandably, the EPA isa little 
upset about all this. Their solution? 
To permanently solve the problem of 
misfueling by banning leaded gaso- 
line. 

This misfueling problem is inten- 
sified in that. many consumers are 
baffled by the cost difference of un- 
leaded fuel. After all, it must cost less 
to make, since the refineries don’t 
have to add lead, right? Who knows? 
Maybe removing the lead from gaso- 
line might even be a part of an EPA 


conspiracy to increase oil refinery 


profits? 

Wrong. Remember, tetraethyl lead 
(TEL) was originally blended with 
gasoline to boost the octane rating of 
inferior-grade fuel. Without lead, gas- 
oline has to be more potent to achieve 
the same octane rating. The bottom 
line is that unleaded gasoline is gen- 
uinely more expensive to manufac- 
ture than leaded gasoline. 

This is part of the EPA’s tactic 
with lowering the maximum lead 
limit to 0.1 gpg: that leaded gasoline 
will finally cost more to produce 
than its unleaded counterpart. The 
EPA is counting on this price differ- 
ence to prevent penny-conscious con- 
sumers from poisoning their cata- 
lytic convertors with leaded fuel. 

Of course, if next January’s 0.1 gpg 
leaded gasoline doesn’t cost more 
than unleaded gasoline and the mis- 
fueling trend continues, the EPA will 
be armed with more reason to forever 
ban leaded fuel. 


A question of octane 

As you might imagine, there’s no 
free ride in the refining process; the 
removal of lead has forced chemical 
engineers to devise other ways to 
boost gasoline’s octane rating. 

First of all, what is octane? Any 
time a gas (like air) is compressed, 
heat is generated; this is why a bicycle 
pump gets hot when inflating a tire. 
The same goes for the gasoline/air 
mixture within an engine: when the 
piston comes up on compression, the 
mixture is heated because it’s com- 
pressed. If the engine compression is 
high enough, enough heat will be 
generated to detonate the mixture —a 
phenomena called pre-ignition, 
where the fuel ignites before fired by 
the spark plug. 

The octane rating refers to a gaso- 
line’s resistance to this compression- 
related detonation: the higher the 
octane, the more compression it can 
withstand without self-igniting. The 
higher the compression, the more 
power can be extracted from a given 
quantity of gasoline. 

Which is not to say that a higher- 
octane gasoline produces more power. 
A motorcycle designed for regular- 
grade gasoline will not make any 
more power if run ona higher-octane 








premium gasoline — unless the cylin- 
der head is milled or different pistons 
are fitted to raise compression. 

Conversely, a high-compression 
motorcycle engine needs high octane 
gasoline. Detonation is a small-scale 
explosion within the combustion 
chamber. At best, detonation makes 
an engine produce less power and 
run hotter. At worst, detonation will 
burn holes in the piston tops. 

With lead out of the picture, the 
refining industry must immediately 
use other ways to boost gasoline 
octane. Right now, this is being han- 
dled through the addition of hydro- 
carbon compounds called aromatics. 


Aromatics and air pollution 


First of all, a little background in 
chemistry is in order. The term aro- 
matics actually refers to a large fam- 
ily of volatile hydrocarbons, but for 
our purposes refer to three com- 
pounds: benzene, toluene and xylene 
— aromatics known in the refining 
biz as the BTX’s. These three aromat- 
ics have numerous industrial appli- 
cations, and are removed from crude 
oil early in the refining process. 

But the BTX’s also do a dandy job 
of boosting the octane rating of gaso- 
line, so some of these aromatics are 
blended back into gasoline to achieve 
the desired octane rating. 

In fact, the BTX'’s (primarily tolu- 
ene) do such a good job that they're 
packaged and sold by various com- 
panies as ‘“‘octane boosters,” and form 
the active ingredients for products 
like PJ-1, Maxima and Moroso octane 
boosters. 

However, these aromatics have a 
sinister side when it comes to the 
question of air pollution. When 
burned in the combustion chamber, 
the BTX’s represent a percentage of 
the total hydrocarbon exhaust emis- 
sions. Of course, the total amount of 
hydrocarbon emissions is already con- 
trolled by the EPA (and in the Golden 
State, by the California Air Resources 
Board), so the use of aromatics to 
boost gasoline octane can’t damage 
the atmosphere, right? 

Well, not exactly. Though the total 
hydrocarbon exhaust emissions are 
strictly controlled, the nature of those 
hydrocarbons is not. The question is 
the reactivity of the exhaust gasses, 
and their likelihood of converting 
into various forms of smog when 
released into the atmosphere. 

Adding aromatics to gasoline to 
increase octané rating results in at 
least two types of air pollution threats 
not specifically addressed by current 
emissions regulations: pollution from 
aldehydes, and the secondary effects 
of increased exhaust reactivity. 

Aldehydes are sometimes referred 
to as instant smog, because they can 
contribute to the smog problem with- 
out going through photochemical 
reactions in the atmosphere. While 
the addition of aromatics doesn’t in- 
crease the total aldehyde content of 
the exhaust gasses, it does increase 
the aromatic aldehyde content — as 
much as 70%. Studies conducted by 
General Motors found that benzal- 
dehyde, the major aromatic aldehyde 
in the exhaust, led to the formation of 
peroxybenzoyl nitrate (PBzN): the 
chemical species blamed for the major 
portion of eye irritation in Los 
Angeles, California smog. 

Exhaust reactivity refers to what 
happens to exhaust gasses when ex- 
posed to sunlight, as well as other 
chemical pollution already present 
in the atmosphere. Aromatics are mem- 
bers of the chemical families that 
react most readily to form ozone, oxi- 
dants, and eye irritants — photo- 
chemical smog. 

Catalytic convertors can help break 
these compounds down into less- 
harmful oxides, but don’t solve the 
problem entirely. For vehicles without _ 





catalytic convertors — most of the 
vehicles on the roads today — the use 
of gasoline enhanced with aromatics 
will increase the smog-forming po- 
tential of the exhaust gasses. 

The obvious question is will the 
major oil refineries increase the level 
of aromatics in gasoline to boost the 
octane rating? Understandably, the 
major oil companies are reluctant to 
talk about the exact chemical compo- 
sition of the their gasoline products 
— especially where the question of 
air pollution is concerned. 

However, the Rho-Chem corpora- 
tion of Los Angeles is a bulk indus- 
trial supplier of both toluene and 
xylene, and expects those aromatics 
to be in short supply beginning in 
July. The reasons? The EPA’s 0.5 
gpg ceiling on gasoline lead concen- 
tration, (which begins in July), and 
the oil refineries’ increased use of 
aromatics in gasoline. 


The alcohol threat 

Believe it or not, the whole ques- 
tion of air pollution pales in compar- 
ison to the current consequence of 
the EPA’s proposed lead phase-out: 
alcohol. Right now, today, in some 
states it is virtually impossible to buy 
gasoline that doesn’t contain alcohol. 

Alcohol turns up in gasoline in 
one of two forms: ethanol or meth- 
anol. In either form, alcohol will 
boost gasoline’s octane rating. 

Ethanol is made from corn or other 
grains — this is the type of alcohol 
that’s the desirable ingredient in Bud- 
weiser and Jack Daniels. In the late 
1970s, a nationwide fuel shortage 
prompted research into the develop- 
ment of ethanol as an alternative 
fuel. It was found that gasoline could 
withstand about a 10% concentration 
of ethanol and still perform accepta- 
bly as a motor fuel. The government 
set 10% as the maximum allowable 
concentration of ethanol as a gasoline 
additive, and most states drafted reg- 
ulations that this. hybrid fuel be sold 
from pumps labeled gasahol. 

But gasahol had some problems. 
First, alcohol only generates about 
half the power of gasoline. More 
important, at low temperatures, al- 
cohol doesn’t vaporize as well as gas- 
oline — which led to hard starting 
and prolonged engine warm-up. 

However, the real problem with 
gasahol was simple economics: a gal- 
lon of ethanol cost more than a gal- 
lon of gasoline. While ethanol could 
reduce our nation’s dependence on 
foreign oil sources, it was cheaper for 
the oil refineries to produce pure 
gasoline. Initially, the government 
offered substantial tax advantages to 
refineries producing gasahol, but as 
the fuel shortage of the 1970s sub- 
sided, these tax breaks were elimi- 
nated. Consumers were unwilling to 
pay more for an inferior product, and 
gasahol is now little more than a 
memory in most regions of the coun- 


y. 

The other kind of alcohol used as 
an octane-boosting additive is meth- 
anol. Methanol is genuinely nasty 
stuff, and can dissolve fuel lines, o- 
rings and other carburetor parts. In 
fact, methanol is volatile enough to 
erode aluminum. 

Surprisingly, methanol is finding 
its way into gasoline. Why? Methanol 
can be made from petroleum, coal or 
natural gas, and right now there’s a 
worldwide surplus of natural gas. 
The bottom line is cost: in bulk, 
methanol costs about 42 cents a gal- 
lon. Blending methanol with gaso- 
line — in concentrations up to 10% 
—can increase profits at the refining, 
distributing or even at individual fill- 
ing station levels. And, unlike ethan- 
ol-based gasahol, most states don’t 
require that the pumps be labeled to 
show methanol has been added to 
gasoline. 











When added to gasoline in low 
concentrations, methanol’s corrosive 
characteristics can be held in check. 
The problem is the manner in which 
methanol bonds to gasoline. Where 
the ethanol used in gasahol formed a 
relatively strong chemical bond, 
methanol mixes with gasoline to form 
a very weak bond. 

In fact, methanol would much rath- 
er bond to another common sub- 
stance: water. If water is introduced 
intoa gasoline containing methanol, 
the methanol breaks away from the 
gasoline and bonds directly to the 
water molecules. Chemists call this 
falling out of suspension. When this 
happens, the methanol/water com- 
bination sinks to the bottom of the 
tank — right where the petcock feeds 
fuel to the engine. 

For a two-stroke engine, this can 
mean catastrophic engine failure; both 
through piston seizure and damage 
to the main bearings. Pre-mix oil 
will stay in suspension with the gaso- 
line, which floats above the water/ 
methanol mixture. Without lubricat- 
ing oil, the engine will run (sputter) 
briefly on the methanol before grind- 
ing toa halt. 

On a four-stroke road bike, this 
could mean that when the petcock is 
flipped onto reserve, the engine might 
end up with nothing more than water 
and methanol . . . and it could be a 
long push to the next station. 

How much water does it take to 
make the methanol fall out of sus- 
pension? Surprisingly little: two- 
tenths of one percent (0.2%) water, by 
volume, will do the trick. In a 2.5- 
gallon gas tank, filled with gasoline 
that contains 10% methanol (not un- 
common), that means that less than 
one ounce of water can boot a quart 
of methanol out of suspension and 
straight to the bottom of the tank! 

This situation is aggravated by 
methanol’s thirst for water — hydro- 
scopic is the term used by chemists. 
The hydroscopic nature of methanol 
means that the stuff will absorb water 
right out of the air; storage in a 
vented gas tank or gas can means that 
a gasoline/methanol blend will ulti- 
mately absorb enough water to drop 
the methanol from suspension. This 
spells doom for a motorcycle that is 
only ridden occasionally. 

So how can you be sure that the 
stuff you're buying from the corner 
gas station doesn’t contain methanol? 
You can’t. Some of the major oil 
companies have publicly pledged that 
they do not blend either ethanol or 
methanol into their gasoline; but 
that doesn’t prevent the individual 
dealer from realizing the profits to be 
had by cutting gasoline with meth- 
anol. The major oil companies at- 
tempt to enforce that their dealers 
only sell their brand of fuel — but few 
consumers realize that individual 
dealers are free to purchase fuel from 
any source and sell it as they choose. 
The only sure way to determine if 
there’s alcohol in gasoline is to test it 
yourself. 

Right now, the dollar is strong on 
the international market, and many 
overseas refineries have begun im- 
porting gasoline. Gasoline brokers 
sell this fuel to distributors on speci- 
fication: which means the descrip- 
tion goes as far as octane rating and 
lead content. This imported gasoline 
primarily comes from China, Ger- 
many and Romania, where methanol 
is abundant and cheap; imported 
gasoline is almost a sure bet for con- 
taining methanol. 


Arco is the first major refinery to 
produce a gasoline that’s adverused 
as containing methanol; a product 
called Oxinol that’s marketed in 
Pennsylvania and western New York. 
Oxinol contains only about 5% meth- 


anol, with another 5% comprised of 








special co-solvents to improve meth- 
anol’s bonding to gasoline. Arco is 
certain that Oxinol will cause no 
long-term engine damage, but all 
motorcycle manufacturers warn 
against using gasoline that contains 
any methanol. 


The future of gasoline 

What started with the EPA’s con- 
viction to rid the atmosphere of lead 
has ended up as a very complex and 
unsure state of affairs at the local fill- 
ing station. There’s no doubt that 
removing some of the lead from gaso- 
line is a good thing; lead is poisonous 
in any form, and the world’s atmos- 


pheric lead concentration has in- 


creased a thousand-fold since the in- 
troduction of tetraethy] lead. 

But beyond that point, the picture 
is considerably cloudier. The addi- 
tion of aromatics may present a much 
more serious pollution concern than 
lead. If so, the EPA is ina position to 
ban the offending aromatics from 
gasoline as well. 

If the EPA succeeds in banning 
lead from gasoline on January 1, 
1988 as planned, there’s little chance 
that they will rescind that decision 
—in spite of the future pollution 
impact of aromatics. The worst case 
scenario? Lead is banned, aromatics 
are banned, and gasoline can only be 
sold as it’s cracked at the refinery . . . 
with an octane rating of about 75. 
Try to run your superbike on that 
stuff! 

In the meantime, one thing is cer- 
tain: methanol is bad for motorcycles 
— the only advantage being that a 
methanol-enhanced fuel could be a 
few pennies per gallon cheaper than 
pure gasoline. 

Whatare the best ways to minimize 
your chances of getting a tank of gas- 
oline spiked with methanol? Look 
for a major brand of gasoline where 
the refiner has pledged that their 
product contains no methanol. A 
chart showing which manufacturers 
sell methanol-enhanced gasoline be- 
comes dated as soon as it’s printed; 
the major oil refineries are constantly 
looking for ways to lower production 
costs. 

Once you’ ve settled on a brand that 
(this week) claims not to add meth- 
anol, take a good look at the station 
where it’s sold. Look for a dealer who 
is dedicated to that brand of product, 
who also sells their oil, tires, batter- 
ies, and so on. Best bet is to purchase 
gas at one of the refinery-owned self- 
serve stations — where there’s no 
chance that an independent owner 
was tempted to add methanol on his 
own. 


Testing for methanol 


The only sure way to know 
that the gasoline you're using 
doesn't contain methanol 
is to test it yourself. Fortu- 
nately, this is fairly easy to do 
— the idea is to take advan- 
tage of the fact that methanol 
bonds to water better than it 
stays in suspension with gas- 
oline. 

1. Find a glass container 
that’s tall and skinny — a 
graduated cylinder used by 
chemists is ideal, and is avail- 
able at hobby shops, chemi- 
cal supply houses and some 
better-stocked camera shops. 
Something that holds about 
500cc (about a_half-quart) 
will work just fine. 


2. Fill the cylinder about 
20% with ordinary tap water 
— the exact amount isn't crit- 
ical — and carefully mark the

How much is avoiding a minor 
cough worth? According to the 
EPA, it’s worth precisely $2.31 
a day. In the course of establish- 
ing limits on lead levels in consumer 
gasoline, the EPA ran a cost-benefit 
analysis and estimated what would 
be saved by a reduction of lead in 
gasoline; the analysis looked at the 
value..of improving the health of 
children, lowering the blood pres- 
sure of adults, reducing atmospheric 
contamination, reducing the need for 
auto maintenance and improvements 
in fuel economy. The EPA's bottom 
line? By lowering the maximum 
amount of lead in a gallon of gaso- 
line to 0.1 grams, American society 
will save an estimated $7,474,000,000 
in 1987. 

In the course: of coming up with 
this figure, the EPA estimated how 
many mufflers would have to be 
replaced as a result of the corrosive 
effects of lead deposits — they figured 
anew muffler every 30,000 miles was 
about right. 

Medical treatment and hospitaliza- 
tion related to lead-caused conditions 
was easy. For situations where expo- 
sure to lead causes a worker to be 
sidelined in bed at home, the EPA 
calculates $80 wages lost per day, 
another $20 in miscellaneous medi- 
cal expenses per day. For workers still 
on the job but irritated by lead in the 
atmosphere, the EPA has assigned a 
cost to society of $2.31 per day for 
minor coughing, $4.90 for minor 
shortness of breath, and $8.17 for 
minor head congestion. Headaches 
and eye irritation came in at $3.00 per 
day. 

Which, according to the EPA’s 
figuring, means a worker with a 
headache, watery eyes; a cough and a 
little head congestion costs society 
$29.42 per day.

3. Fill the cylinder with the 
gasoline sample in question, 
and cap the cylinder. Shake 
the mixture thoroughly. 

4. Let the cylinder stand 
for a minute, and check the 
water level. If methanol was 
present in the gasoline, it will 
have bonded to the water, 
and will appear to increase 
the water level. The gasoline 
will float on top of the water.

Geboers 1-1 
in Sweden

VASTERAS, SWEDEN, MAY 5 
Californian Danny Chandler 
had the opening moto in his 
pocket at the Swedish GP but 
threw it away. After a battle 
lasting half the moto, he got past 
works Honda rider Erik Geboers and 
pulled outa safe lead when he madea 
fatal error just three laps from home. 
Going into a deep muddy rut he 
didn’t give his works KTM enough 
gas and the bike stalled. By the time 
he restarted, Geboers, Dave Thorpe, 
Georges Jobe and defending champ 
Andre Malherbe had all moved a- 
round him. Anda couple more crashes 
in the second moto left Chandler 
with only fourth spot overall to leave 
him fourth in the point standings. 
Geboers marked his return to form 
after a year-long recovery from a 
broken leg as he racked up two moto 


wins for the overall victory, but he ~ 


had luck on his side both times. First, 
Chandler handed him moto one and 
in moto two he was chasing Jobe 
hard when the Kawasaki man got a 
rear tire puncture. 

Geboers made the most of ‘it to 
pull clear and take the win despite 
pressure from teammate Thorpe who 
kept it upright to the close to finish 
only a couple of seconds down for a 
pair of seconds that put him on top of 
the point standings. 

Honda’s Malherbe led the point 
standings before the race, but was in 
trouble right from the start. A crash 
in practice the week before had left 
him with a twisted ankle. He hadn’t 
walked on it until the Wednesday 
before race day and hadn’t been train- 
ing. Then into the first turn of moto 
one, he narrowly missed local rider 
Magnus Jahansson who crashed his 
Yamaha but caught his left hand on 
the Swede’s bike. 

“The hand was alright in his first 
race when it was warm,” said Mal- 
herbe, who pressed on to fourth, “but 
in the second moto after it had gotten 
cold during the break, I could hardly 
move my fingers and thumb and 
couldn't hold on.” 

The pressure showed as Malherbe 
made a series of uncharacteristic mis- 
takes, but ‘he hung in to take third 
after “being outstripped by Thorpe 
two laps from home and was. well 
pleased with his day’s.work. 

Chandler took fourth overall behind 
the three Honda men and now stands 
behind them in the point standings, 
but is nine points down on third man 
Geboers. 

Husqvarna’s Danny LaPorte, the 
former 250cc MX World Champion, 
made the long trip from America 
worthwhile with three championship 
points from a second moto 13th, buta 
first race gearbox failure and a string 
of second moto falls meant he wasn’t 
happy with the results. e

Earlier in the evening King took a 
victory over Ermolenko in their heat 
race.

Is CPSC considering recalling boats 
until something can be found to use 
them, in which people cannot 
drown? 

No, of course not. They are pro- 
posing better training in operation 
and safety precautions. 

This is the approach that must be 
used with ATVs. 

Please use CPSC’s influence and 
clout to help all of us, who represent 
suppliers of safety equipment and 
also users of these fun machines, to 
ensure wider publicity to the neces- 
sity of adequate safety precautions 
and operator training and personal 
responsibilities when using these ve- 
hicles. This direction will encourage 
‘people to participate in this fun, fam- 
ily sport in a way safe to them and 
everyone else.

Letter to CPSC III: 
Three-wheel vs. four 


Allow me to introduce myself. My 
name is Daryl Drake, and I’m con- 
cerned with the commission’s action 
on All-Terrain Vehicles. 

Although lam notan ATV owner, 
I've been acquainted with ATVs since 
1973, when I rode a Honda ATC90 
regularly on a friend’s farm in Mis- 
souri. 

Since then I've relocated to Ari- 
zona, where the ATVs have really 
multiplied. Many were being home- 
built out of large-displacement mo- 
torcycles in the early days, and every 
configuration was tried. 

For the past two seasons, I’ve cov- 
ered much of the ATV racing in Ari- 
zona and northern Mexico for the 
national press. 

So, I feel I am qualified to make a 
few statements on this issue. 

A three-wheel design is not any 
more inherently unstable than any 
other design. In fact more aircraft use 
this system. Another case in point: 
San Diegan Mark Weixeldorfer, rid- 
ing a Honda three-wheeler, beat all 
the four-wheeled vehicles at 1984’s 
Baja 1000. Mark is not the type of 
person to ride at high speeds through 
rough, rocky desert on an “‘inher- 
ently unstable” vehicle. Even if he 
was, his wife wouldn’t let him. 

Suzuki has introduced the Quad 
Racer, a four-wheeled ATV that has 
taken the market by storm. But in the 
long desert races I cover, the three- 
wheelers continue to win as well as 
make up the bulk of the entries in 
classes for seven-year-olds to 38+ 
“Oldies.” These family three-wheelers 
are responsible folks and take their 
racing and safety seriously; and the 
biggest injury I’ve seen is a broken 
collarbone. 

Which brings me to my major 
point: education — is the answer! 
Just as we couldn’t hand the car keys 
to a 16-year-old and simply bid him 
good luck, we shouldn’t put someone 
on an ATV and turn him loose. 

I remember my most terrifying 
“off-road” experience was an un- 
skilled try at a Ford 600 tractor. 
Though I probably never exceeded 
2.0 mph, my ignorance left me panic 
stricken at the controls. I feel this 
same phenomena must happen often 
with inexperienced ATV operators. 
Education would alleviate this. 

The lack of training is probably 
more the responsibility of the user 
than that of the manufacturer or 
dealer. Now you may be one who 
thoroughly reads and heeds any in- 
structions included with a product 
before you attempt to use it, but do

Gray and Schwantz 
vs. Oliver in AFM 
duel

The AFM’s second race of the 
season at Sears Point Raceway 
had an extra measure of excite- 


ment added by a number of 
AMA professional riders practicing 
for the upcoming National. Scott 
Gray and Kevin Schwantz, sharing a 
pair of bikes, kept up a day-long duel 
with Rich Oliver. 

The excitement began early in the 
day. The 600cc Modified Production 
race pitted Oliver on a Bickel Racing 
FJ600 against Schwantz on a stock 
F J600 borrowed from Gray. Schwantz 
and Tom Aquino fought for the lead 
as they charged into turn one, and 
Schwantz took the lead..Robert Sells, 
ona Wheelsmith Racing Suzuki, made 
a high-speed pass in turn 10 to take 
second place. Meanwhile Oliver was 
fighting his way forward from a 
third-row start. The second time 
through turn one he passed Aquino 
for third place. He reeled in Sells on 
the hill leading into turn seven but 
Schwantz had moved out to a six- 
second lead and proved to be untouch- 
able. Had Oliver looked over his 
shoulder, he would have seen Jim 
Jepson and Glen Shopher copying 
his moves through the pack. Oliver 
quickly moved out to a two-second 
lead over third-place Sells. Jepson 
closed on Sells and passed him by the 
half way point, only to be threatened 
in turn by Shopher. Sells responded 
by turning up the throttle and thus 
began a three-way dice. Sells, Jepson 
and Shopher swapped positions for 
the rest of the race and slowly ate 
away at Oliver’s margin. When the 
checkered flag dropped, Schwantz 
had won, Oliver was second, closely 
pursued by Sells, Shopher and Jep- 
son in that order. 

The mid-weight action continued 
in the 600cc Stock class, this time 
with Scott Gray on his own bike. Jep- 
son took the lead at the start. Gray 
was slow off the grid, but quickly 
worked his way through the pack and 
by the end of the first lap had moved 
up to third. Marty Cramer was run- 
ning near the front of the pack when 
he went down in a spectacular, fiery 
crash at high speed in turn nine. 
Cramer walked away, but the race 
was stopped to clear the wreckage 
from the track. 

The restart proved to be aggressive, 
with riders bumping and grinding 
handlebars and fairings in their 
charge to the front. Gray emerged on 
top, with Oliver right beside him. 
Walt Nitto, 1984 AFM Champion, 
also found his way to the front. Gray 








slipped away from Oliver in turn 
two; Nitto kept the pressure on Oliver 
and eventually found room to slip 
past him for second place. 

The duel continued in the Open 
Superstreet race. Schwantz was aboard 
Gray’s Yoshimura GS700-based 
Superbike, but he was not comfort- 
able on the bike. It was set up for 
Gray, who seems nearly twice the size 
of Schwantz. Oliver was on a Kos- 
man Kawasaki with a 1235cc engine 
built by Parra O’Siochain of Parra 
Performance, and Don Green, the 
AMA Formula Two champion, on a 
Eurocycle entry. Oliver took the lead 
on the first lap, followed closely by 
Greene and Schwantz. Greene closed 
up on Oliver and stuck to his rear 
wheel for the first half of the race. 
The three leaders were within one 
second of each other, but 12 seconds 
in front of the fourth place rider. By 
the halfway point, they had caught 
up to the backmarkers and Oliver 
used the traffic to move away from 
Greene. Schwantz was slipping and 
sliding his way through the turns 
and traffic and caught up to Greene. 
Before he could pass, Greene went 
down in turn two. Schwantz kept up 
the charge and caught Oliver. When 
they came out of the twisty hill sec- 
tion, Schwantz was in front. He had 
to pick up the pace even more to stay 
in front of Oliver, but the traffic 
Oliver had used against Green now 
worked against him and allowed 
Schwantz, on a smaller displacement 
bike, to stay in front. Oliver was 
awarded the first place trophy when 
Schwantz withdrew his entry because 
the bike didn’t have a rules-required 
stock charging system; so the official 
second.place went to class champion 
Denny Doherty. Ron Weiland offi- 
cially took third. 

Gray and Oliver had yet another 
matchup in the Open GP race. Denny 
Doherty on his Hannan Machine 
Kawasaki took the holeshot, but 
Oliver won the dragrace out of the 
turn 1] hairpin and took the lead. A 
lap later Doherty was passed again in 
turn 11, this time by Gray. Oliver set 
off a faster pace, but Gray stayed with 
him. Doherty had his hands full hol- 
dign off a charge by Ed Woo on a 
TZ750. The leaders diced, turning 
blazing 1:46 laps, until Gray pulled 
off a pass in turn 11 that got him to 
the flag in front of Oliver. Doherty 
also made a last-lap pass in 11 to beat 
Woo. 

Gray also won the Open Stock race 
on his street bike, an FJ1100.

Cook cleans-up 
Colorado MX

Stacey Cook (Kaw) returned to 
action today for the first time 
since injuring a knee while 
racing in California early in the 
year. The defending 125cc Pro state 
champ styled to the overall victory as 
though he had never been off. 

In moto one, Cook moved from 
third to first before lap one was com- 
plete. By lap four, Cook, Kevin 
McKnight (Kaw) and Tim Buchli 
(Yam) were all alone, while top chal- 
lenger Shawn Smith (Kaw) charged 
through the pack after gating dead 
last. The top three remained the same 
for the next five circuits, as Smith 
threaded his way up from 33rd to 10th. 

Then, with three laps to go, things 
began to happen. First Cook spun 
out giving the lead to McKnight just 
as Smith was going down, short- 
circuiting his comeback. Then, a few 
turns before the white flag, the leaders 











had to slow for the ambulance flag 
while a downed rider was removed 
from the track. Once past the acci- 
dent, Cook out-throttled McKnight 
down the next straight and regained 
the lead. Two turns into the last lap, 
McKnight and Buchli collided, drop- 
ping both off Cook's winning pace. 
McKnight edged Buchli for second, 
while Smith regrouped enough to 
finish 13th. 


Cook holeshot round two, and by 
midway enjoyed a five-second lead 
over Smith, while the real battle was 
brewing for third among Brant McCoy 
(Yam), Buchli and McKnight. Two 
laps later, Buchli broke loose and was 
alone in third to the checkers, ahead’ 
of McCoy as McKnight’s day ended 
with a breakdown. Up front, Cook 
again laid it down and Smith took 
advantage and quickly stretched it to 
three seconds over the remounted 
Cook. But Cook fought right back 
only to be delayed by lappers, and 
Smith barely beat him at the wire. 
The win gave Smith fourth overall 
behind Cook, Buchli and McCoy. 


Jim Mitchell (Hon) earned his first 
250cc Pro points race overall this sea- 
son after coming up just short behind 
Terry Kyle (Yam) and Boo Stichter 
(Kaw) in the previous three events. A 
massive first turn pileup claimed a 
third of the field in moto one, includ- 
ing Kyle and Albert Firestine (Yam). 
Stichter and Mitchell avoided the 
mess, and Stichter led from flag-to- 
flag. Mitchell chased Kansan Troy 
Rhoten (Hon) until lap nine when 
Rhoten took a brief off-track excur- 
sion, allowing Mitchell to gain second 
which he held to the checkers. Stichter 
again was leading round two until 
halfway when he rolled to a stop as 
his bike seized. Mitchell inherited the 
lead and motored home ahead of Kyle 
and Firestine.

ROSAMOND, CA, MAY 5 
Seaweed Kawasaki’s Earl Roloff 
beat Kenny Kopecky in the 
Open Stock Production and 
the Open Modified Production 
at the American Road Racing Asso- 
ciation’s Willow Springs meet — but 
not by much, ina day beset with over 
20 crashes and many injuries. The 
races were shortened six laps each 
because of delays caused when the 
ambulances had to leave the track. 

In Modified Production Kopecky 
led off the start, with Roloff shadow- 
ing him. Curtis Adams followed, 
leading a freight train battling for 
third. Kopecky continued in the lead, 
Roloff unable to get by. Until the last 
lap, when Roloff managed to out- 
brake Kopecky into turn one to take 
the lead. Roloff held on to take the 
win, Kopecky still on his tail. 

The Open Stock Production race 
showed Roloff leading from the start, 
but unable to shake off the deter- 
mined Kopecky. At the end Roloff 
had a slight lead, Kopecky: settling 
for second again. 

Nigel Gale took one more victory 
on his FJ600, adding the 600cc Super- 
street trophy to his collection. But he 
had to fight Tony Mathews first, 
finally shaking him off on the last 
lap. Mathews went on to do battle 
with David Morris before ending up 
with second. z 








Gale took his other FJ600 out in 
600cc Modified Production, and after 
a heck of a race, managed to steal the 
win from charging Steve Cardillo. 
Roloff took his new toy, a brand new 
Baby Ninja (600R), out in the Mod 
Prod, his first ride on the new ma- 
chine, Roloff finished a decent third. 
(When asked if the bike was stable in 
the turns, Roloff replied, “Hey, you 
just don’t roll-off the gas in the 
turns.” ) 

The 450cc Stock Production race 
was a battle of attrition. Bill DeBere 
led the first part of the race, which 
was red-flagged on the third lap when 
three riders crashed in turn nine. On 
the restart, James Leo led Don Warren, 
DeBere and Marcello Guidice until 
the next lap, when DeBere tried a dar- 
ing pass in uphill turn three. It didn’t 
quite work. Both DeBere and Jeff 
Brown crashed: That left Guidice to 
inherit the top spot, followed by 
Warren. The order was unchanged at 
the end. 

In 750cc Stock Production Steve 
Cardillo led the pack flag-to-flag, but 
second place was hard-fought among 
Scott Johnson and Chris Crowell, on 
their new FZ750s, Chris McNellis 
and John Harte. After a hard race, 
Crowell ended up with the second- 
place trophy. Johnson lost a bolt 
from his brake caliper, leaving his 
brakes just hanging off the bike. “I 
didn’t know what happened when 
the bolt flew off and hit me in the 
faceshield,” said Crowell. 

Rye Hefley and Bob Cobb put on 
one of the best shows of the day in the 
Formula Three (125cc GP) race. It 
was a pass-repass match the entire six 
laps, some of the passes a tad close. In 
the last lap, Hefley found his oppor- 
tunity to snatch the lead. “I sneezed 
and missed a shift,” said a dejected 
Cobb. That was just the break Hefley 
needed, and he went on to take the 
close win. 

, John Thornton was ecstatic after 
‘winning the 450cc Superstreet event. 
In a class that is becoming one of the 
best to watch, Thornton took the vic- 
tory by a two-second margin over 
Charles Morton and Matt Hall. Miss- 
ing from the fracus was tough com- 
petitor Frank Callinicos, whose bike 
seized in practice. After winning the 
450cc Modified Production, Alex 
White finished fourth this time 
around, 

“T wasn’t going to let this one get 
away from me,” said Johnson em- 
phatically after winning 750cc Modi- 
fied Production. After his problems 
in the Stock Production, Johnson 
wanted the win badly. He got it, too, 
taking it by a healthy margin over 
Crowell and Dwight Fuller, who 
fought race-long. : 

Jeff Stern won the Open Super- 
street race by a huge distance over 








Roloff. Kopecky followed a ways be- 
hind in third. The order didn’t 
change. In the 750cc Superstreet, run 
in conjunction with the Open class, 
Keith West hada tougher time taking 
his turn in victory lane. West diced 
with Team Elephant’s Dave’ Sarto- 
rius, Jerry Walker, Larry Ferguson 
and Fuller before finally crossing the 
line first. Sartorius, a transplanted 
AAMRR racer from New England, 
finished second, Ferguson following 
in third.

Willy Musgrave (Answer Hon) 
was second overall with a 2-4 score, 
and Michael Edson took third. Bena- 
videz (Hon) also won both Open 
motos, while Alan Skiles (Hon) took 
second over Gerry Lattimer. 

One rider who was dominant in 
the late ’70’s but never achieved real 
stardom was 250cc Pro Marty Miller. 
He was on hand for the last race 
tonight; “I couldn't miss the last 
one,” said Miller who finished fourth. - 
“Its closure is going to leave a big 
void.” 

But race director Ron Crandall has 
plans for a new track in the near 
future. “I'm not getting out of the 
business.” he said. Crandall is cur- 
rently eyeing two other locations for 
a track, but declined to name either 
one for fear that disclosure would 
endanger negotiations. 

R.A.C.E starter and official John 
Gallagher said he is looking forward 
to the vacation, but expects to be back 
in a few months at a new location. “I 
hope to see all the people racing here 
tonight back at our new track when 
we get it going.” 

Many riders.who went on to moto- 
stardom got their start at Corona. 
Goat Breker, Brad Lackey, and Rex 
Staten are just a few who came to 
Corona in their early years.

Turnidge slops to 
Timber Mountain 
HS win

Brad Turnidge (KTM America/ 
A-1 Cycle KTM) slopped his 
way to the overall win at the 
fourth annual 100-mile-long 


Timber Mountain Hare Scrambles. 

After weeks of 85° weather and 
extemely dusty trails, riders faced 
rain, snow, hail, and very muddy 
trail conditions on race day. A large 
number of riders would DNF by day’s 
end due to numb hands and muddied 
vision. 

After a dead engine, grand prix 
start, the Open Experts were off, with 
Brad Turnidge and- Barrett Brown 
(M-S) fighting for first place. One 
minute behind them, the 250cc 
Experts were being led by Larry Lacey 
(Action Auto Body/KTM) and Ron 
Knarr (Hon). 

After one lap, Brown pitted while 
leading, giving up first place to Tur- 
nidge. Ken Maahs followed in third. 
Lacey then pitted, followed by Knarr 
and Tim Hart (Hus). 

Brown passed Turnidge back on 
the second lap to regain the lead. 
Lacey and Knarr’s duel for first 250cc 
had meanwhile carried them to within 
striking distance of Maahs, who was 
in third. 

By the end of the third lap, Brown 
had opened up a sizeable lead over 
Turnidge who was still in second, 
but now with front brake problems. 
After leading the 250cc class for three 
laps Lacey started to fade; he would 
eventually DNF. 

Turnidge pitted on the fourth lap 
to change clothes, while Hart and Joe 
McCormick (G&G Cycle Hus) swap- 
ped for the lead of the 250cc class as 
Knarr started to fade due to numb 
hands. 

On the final lap, Brown lost his 
lead back to Turnidge because of a 
radiator hose leak. He managed to 
hold on to second place by the time 
he reached the finish, two minutes 
behind Turnidge. Consistent riding 
payed off for McCormick and Hart as 
they finished third and fourth, fol- 
lowed by Maahs in fifth position 
overall. Ford Tannock (Hus) really 
put in an impressive ride to finish 
seventh overall and first 200cc Expert. 
He started two minutes behind the 
Open Experts and one minute behind 
the 250cc Experts. Tom Niemela 
(Yam) continued to dominate the 
Amateur classes by finishing 14th 
overall and first Amateur.

Team Pacesetter’s Fred Debrick had 
a lonely ride out front of the Open 
Amateurs, while it was left to Powers 
and Steve Miller to put on a race for 
second place. Powers got the hole- 
shot in the main, but dropped to 
second as he went high in turn three, 
allowing Debrick to pass on the inside 
and take over the lead. As Miller 
moved in on Powers, the two rode 
peg-to-peg until Miller went outside 
and passed Powers in turn three on 
the last lap. Miller then slipped off 
the groove, and Powers got a good 
drive out of turn four to reach the

you believe many of your fellow 
Americans do? Most won’t take the 
time. They just plug it in or fill it up 
and go. 

Throughout the West, various asso- 
ciations are setting up “ATV Work- 
shops” with safety being promoted 
through improved rider skills. 
Wouldn't it be nice if these public 
service efforts received ample public- 
ity and were attended by all those 
who could benefit? But once again, 
ultimately that remains up to the 
ATV users. 

Safety equipment is of the utmost 
importance. Helmet use is just as 
necessary on an ATV as on a motor- 
cycle. Long sleeves, pants, and boots 
are a good idea. I've seen racers emerge 
from truly spectacular crashes with 
nothing more than a bruised ego! 
‘They know the importance of safety 
equipment. 

The other major contributions to 
the ATV accident rate that I’ve ob- 
served are alcohol abuse, riding 
“double,” and overcrowded ATV 
areas. Once again a “people” not a 
“product” problem. 

I would also urge that when you 
receive ATV accident statistics, you 
investigate them. One recent ATV 
fatality reported involved a woman 
who rode an ATV off a cliff. Would 
she have fared better had she been ina 
car, truck, or bus? I think not. 

One final thought . . . most of the 
ATV manufacturers are now offering 
four-wheeled ATVs, so why not let 
the marketplace decide the future of 
three-wheel production. Nevertheless, 
motorized tricycles are easily fabri- 
cated, making the concept of a three- 
wheeler recall ludicrous. 

I understand the commission's con- 
cern with ATVs and the rising acci- 
dent rate, but it often seems as if the 
CPSC looks at problems with the 
narrow view that the product is always 
at fault. Since the problems are based 
with the consumers, why not look 
first to them for the answers before 
you expend efforts to investigate the 
product? 

I appreciate your consideration. If 
I can be of any further assistance to 
you or the commission, please feel 
free to contract me.

I would like to know just who you, 
and the CPSC, are supposedly repre- 
senting in your attempt to ban and 
recall ATCs? Certainly it is not my 
family or I. 

Perhaps it is the few opportunists 
who, when involved in an accident of 
their own cause, (which a few years 
back would have been laughed out of 
court), are collecting huge settlements 
against the deep-pocket manufactur- 


ers found only to have a small percen-- 


tage, if any, of the fault. 

In my view any adult who rides 
when intoxicated, or without the 
proper protective gear, or puts a child 
on any’ vehicle capable of any speed 
and does not constantly supervise 
that child, is totally responsible for 
any mishap. 

But let’s face it, Stuart, life in itself 
is inherently dangerous. There are 
few modes of transportation that we 
expect to control themselves without 
dire consequences. Most are operator 
stabilized. Skateboards, bicycles, 
motorcycles, helicopters, airplanes, 
all require constant attention to con- 
trol. Even an automobile, which has 
four wheels, will not remain under 
control without proper driver input.

Metzeler tires 


Mr. Alan T. Edwards made some 
claims in your Cycle News, May 22, 
that are simply not correct. 

1. Inno way, shape, or form does 
Metzeler ever print models, sizes, or 
compounds that are not already in 
production. New sizes and com- 
pounds require new molds and exten- 
sive testing which does cause long 
lead times. You must consider also, 
four-six weeks for shipping to dis- 
tributors plus another week or so to 
reach the dealers. Brochures are 
printed on annual basis with a print- 
ing lead time of about 60 days, and 
magazine ads require three months 
lead time (e.q. August issue deadlines 
are in mid-May). There is only one 
thing any tire manufacturer can be 
sure of — by the time his literature is 
available it’s out of date! 

We, therefore, do anticipate what 
will be available to dealers when the 
ads break and the brochures are avail- 
able, but never list any tire that’s not 
in production. 

2. To Mr. Edwards’ specific com- 
plaint: The brochure he references 
was released in mid-March. With one 
exception, every single tire, model, 
compound and size listed was (and 
currently is) available in the U.S. by 
the end of April. 

That exception is a 130/90 V. 16 
Sport intended for the Kawasaki 600R 
Ninja. While it will be available soon, 
in the meantime, all Ninja 600 owners 
prefer (and Metzeler now recom- 
mends) the larger 150/80 V 16 Sport, 
especially for racing. 

3. I never quite understand why a 
person will avoid getting first hand 
information from the manufacturer 
on a toll-free line (listed on both the 
ad and brochure to which Mr. 
Edwards refers), preferring rather to 
accept second- and third-hand hear- 
say as fact. 

Toall your readers: Please be aware 
Metzeler provides a toll-free (800/ 
433-3960) line for technical assistance, 
warranty, racing tips and availabil- 
ity. In fact, we keep a computer list by 
tire for all distributor warehouse loca- 
tions expressly to help consumers 
and dealers quickly locate scarce, less 
popular or odd-size tires. 

We welcome your readers’ calls.
